This restriction will leave the 
bulk of current trade with Iran 
.untouched. It also falls short of 
full implementation of the 
United - Nations resolution, 
which explicitly forbids the sale 
to Iran of “all items, commodi¬ 
ties or products ” (other than 
food or medicines), and makes 
nn distinction between existing 
or future contracts. 

.Under the terms of the reso¬ 
lution, EEC member-states must 
also ensure chat nn goods— 
except food and medicine—arc 
shipped to Iran “ by vessels, 
aircraft, railway, nr other land 
transport of their registration 
or owned by nr under charter to 
their nationals.” Nor must they 
advance any new Joans or cred¬ 
its to Iran. 

The. EEC justifies the time 
limit on the ground of the 
severe legal difficulties faced 
by some member states, 
especially West Germany and 
Italy, in conceiting existing 
contracts. 

Britain, which has the legal 
power to stop oil trade with 
Tran, was not pi spared to go 
further than other member 
states. 

In their statement, the 
foreign ministers also took note 
of “certain developments that 
may be important", in par¬ 
ticular the holding of Iranian 


elections and the imminent 

convening of the Majlis, the 
Iranian Parliament. Ayatollah 
Khomeini has said that the 
Parliament must have a chance 
to debate the hostage issue. 

Privately British and other 
officials claim to have been 
impressed by recent assurances 
from President Abolbassan 
Bani-Sadr of Iran 

On the Middle East. Lord 
Carrington and his colleagues 
apparently intend to press for¬ 
ward with the formulation of 
a new policy position, which is 
expected to be made public at 
the next EEC summit meeting 
in Venice. It is understood that 
this will amount to a recogni¬ 
tion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as the representa¬ 
tive of the Palestinian people.

Cannabis 
valued at 
£10m seized

Customs investigators recov¬ 
ered 10 tons of herbal cannabis 
worth an estimated £10m on tbe 
streets in raids at the weekend. 

The seizures are not only 
believed to be the biggest such 
hauls ever made in Britain or 
Western Europe, but are also 
nearly double tbe entire amount 
of herbal cannabis found by tbe 
customs last year. 

Indeed, tbe seizures are close 
tn the total amount of ail types 
of cannabis seized last year. 

The haul indicates a change 
in the patterns of trade in the 
drug. Supplies of cannabis for 
Britain and Europe usually 
Come from North Africa or the 
Middle East, but that recovered 
yesterday is thought to have 
come from the United States. 

It is believed that it was 
brought across the Atlantic 
after being grown either in the 
United States or in Mexico, 
which is one of the main sup- 
pliers of the American market. 

The seizure is the latest in a 
number of large customs 
operations over the past 18 
months. It began in March with 
reports of cannabis being 
washed up on the beaches of 
the Isle of Mull in western 
Scotland. 

Last Friday the customs 
seized the Baghenra. a 50ft 
schooner, at Oban. Then a man 
was arrested at »n hotel at 
Lavenham. Suffolk. After he 
was questioned in Loudon 
three addresses were raided. 

Five tons of cannabis were 
found at a bungalow in Inver¬ 
ness-shire. Three tons were 
found at a farm near Basildon, 
'Essex, and another two tons in 
a thatched barn at Pytcbley, 
near KetLering, Norrhacnptoo- 
shire. 

In all 12 people were being 
questioned last night.

Rocket success boosts 
Chinese arms power 


Peking, May 18.—China today 
successfully fired an inter- 
continental-range rocket into 
the Pacific Ocean, boosting its 
space research programme and 
adding to its strategic missile 
capability. 

A brief announcement by the 
New China news agency said : 
“China achieved complete suc¬ 
cess this morning in launching 
its first carrier rocket to the 
designated area in the Pacific 
Ocean ”. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
success of the test demonstrated 
that China had the capacity to 
hit targets in Europe and the 
United States with its strategic 
missile force. 

The Chinese statement gave 
no details of tbe launching site 
in mainland China or tbe type 
of rocket tested. 

China announced on May 9 
that it would fire a rest rocket 


into the Pacific between May 12 
and June 10. This brought 
protests from Japan, Papua 
New Guinea, the Solomons and 
Fiji. The statement did - not 
indicate whether today’s test 
was likely to be followed by 
another before June 10. 

Western experts said that 
China was developing a ballistic 
missile believed to be a two- 
stass liquid-fuelled rocket 
designated CSS-X-4, with pos¬ 
sibly a three-stage version 
called tiie “ Long March 
Three ” for use in satellite 
launchings and space research. 
Australian watch : Two Austra¬ 
lian warships today watched 
the reentry of the Chinese 
rocket into ■ the upper atmos¬ 
phere, Mr James Killen, the 
Australian Defence Minister 
said in Canberra.—Reuter.

Franco-Soviet sn 
in Warsaw is 
shrouded in secrecy 


Warsaw, May 18.—President 
Brezhnev of the Soviet Union 
and President Giscard d’Estaing 
arrived in Warsaw today for 
a one-day, secrecy-shrouded 
summit which French sources 
said was at the Soviet leader’s 
request. 

M Giscard d’Estaing arrived 
at 6 pm and after being wel¬ 
comed by Mr Edward Gierek, 
the Polish leader, was driven 
to Warsaw where he will stay 
in an eighteenth-century hunt¬ 
ing lodge. 

Mr Brezhnev, accompanied 
by Mr Andrei Gromyko, the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, arrived 
about one Hour later and was 
greeted with an embrace by 
Mr Gierek. . 

First official word mj the sum¬ 
mit came in- an announcement 
released by the Polish PAP 
news agency just as the French 
Preside [it’s aircraft was landing. 
Polish officials bad disclosed 
that the summit would take 
place during private contacts 
on Friday. 

Elysee Palace sources said 
that M Giscard cTEsraing would 
express “extreme displeasure” 
with the continued Soviet occu¬ 
pation of Afghanistan and would 
restate France’s firm desire for 
a withdrawal of Soviet .troops 

The President would also give 
Mr Brezhnev a “clear percep¬ 
tion of riie solidarity between ” 
the Nato allies. He would “use 

the informal meeting to keep 
open the tines of communica¬ 
tion with Moscow and tn form 
a better understanding between 
France and the Soviet Union ”, 

One French source said: 
“ The meeting will not mean a 
break of allied solidarity. It 
will be used to explore Mr 
Brezhnev’s real intentions and 
tn explain France's position on 
Afghanistan, tbe Olympics and 
detente in general.” 

The Elysee Palace statement 
said M Giscard d’Estaing had 
sent messages to both President 
Carter and Mrs Margaret That¬ 
cher the British Prime Minister, 
before leaving Paris, and he bad 
sooken on the telephone with 
Herr Helmut Schmidt, tbe West 
German chancellor. 

The French statement said 
the summit meeting would also 
be attended by M Jean 
Frangois-Poncet, the French 
Foreign Minister, and Mr 
Gromyko. 

French sources, emphasized 
that the request for - the meet¬ 
ing came from- Mr Brezhnev 
whose desire for an immediate 
summit Was conveyed to M 
FranqoisJPoneet by Mr. Grom¬ 


yko when they met in Vienna 
on Friday. 

EEC reproof: President Giscard 
d'Estaing’s visit to Poland for 
tripartite talks drew a mild 
reproof at a meeting of EEC 
foreign ministers today. 

Signor Emilo Colombo, the 
Italian minister, said he would 
have liked to bave been in¬ 
formed in advance about tbe 
talks as the current president 
of the EEC Council of 
Ministers. 

But be told a press con¬ 
ference that events were mov¬ 
ing so fast that it was difficult 
for everyone to be kept in- 
formed.—UPI and Reuter. o 
Secrecy in Paris: President Gis¬ 
card d’Estaing’s departure for 
a one-day meeting with Mr 
Brezhnev at the palace of Wila- 
now, outside Warsaw, has 1 been 
wrapped in secrecy. For the 
past 48' hours, the Elysde Palace 
refused to confirm or deny that 
tbe meeting was taking place, 
in spite of reports from in¬ 
formed Polish sources, offi¬ 
cially. that it had been arranged 
by Mr Gierek (Charles Har¬ 
grove writes from Paris). 

Why mystery was cast over 
the affair is not dear. Perhaps 
the French President is trying 
little by little to reinstate the 
more effective ways of secret 
diplomacy as a means of tack¬ 
ling explosive international 
issues, by contrast with the 

“market-place diplomacy”, as 
h is sometimes described here, 
favoured by the United States 
with disastrous results. 

On several occasions since 
December, and especially when 
Mr Gromyko came to Paris last 
month, tbe Soviet Government 
has indicated its desire to res¬ 
tore with France the former 
climate of confidence. 

Warsaw Pact anxiety: At last 
week’s Warsaw Pact summit, 
the Russian’s East European 
allies pressed for urgent steps 
to overcome tbe international 
tension. fDessa Trevisan writes 
from Belgrade).

Pessimism in Saudi Arabia on regime’s future 


In the first of a five-part series 
on Saudi Arabia. Timothy 
Sisley, who was until recently 
The Times correspondent m 
Jiddah, examines the problem 
facing the ruling establishment. 

There is increasing pessi¬ 
mism in Saudi Arabia over 
whether the ruling establish¬ 
ment can survive. In the six 
months since the Mecca siege 
both Westerners and Saudis 
have expressed growing doubts 
about whether the Government 
can or should last. 

Bankers report substantia! 
cash outflows to the security of 
Europe and the United States 
from tbe merchant classes; 
some Westerners make a not 
entirely far-fetched comparison 
with the collapse of the moral 
authority of the Shah of Iran. 

That interpretation may be 


extreme, but certainJv the seeds 
of disintegration have been 
sown. The strength of Saudi 
society has been its cohesive- 
ness. But as fiscal stringency 
deflates, the money makers are 
petrifying and among the urban 
poor it is common . to bear envy 
expressed. 

Corruption among the Jess 
impressive members of the 
Royal family, and particularly 
among a group of spoilt sons 
of senior princes, who are 
generally believed to use undue 
influence for excessive pay¬ 
ments, is provoking widespread 
resentment and, most seriously, 
tbe respect commanded by the 
sons of King Abdul Aziz is 
waning. 

The Mecca assault and- the 
coincidental Shia rioting in die 
Eastern Province may well 


come to be seen as the water¬ 
shed in the fortunes of tbe 
kingdom. Until six months ago 
it was sufficient for the Govern¬ 
ment to compromise tradition 
and development through pub¬ 
lic probity and private licence, 
with compliance bought, as is 
traditional in Arabia, through 
easy money. 

Most Saudis, pious or not, 
were appalled by the sacrilege 
of the attack . on tbe Holy 
Haram; few Sunnis were 
moved by the plight of the 
Shia Muslims, a despised 
minority of 120,000 in a country 
where the most reliable esti¬ 
mates of population run 
between six and seven million. 

There was nevertheless some 
sympathy, at least with the 
Mecca insurgents, that someone 
had finally broken free to 
demand change 


The incident was regarded as 
finally forcing a choice between 
reform and reaction, demon 
straring that die old compro¬ 
mise was only temporary. Tbe 
liberal tolerated the lack of 
cinemas, drink or the right of 
free assembly, and the conser¬ 
vative the presence of large 
numbers of foreigners, tele¬ 
vision and football as jong as 
both thought the situation 
would improve. Mecca showed 
the patience of the right had 
run out, though. 

It seemed that Saudi Arabia 
had risen to the challenge. 
Crown Prince Fahd was re¬ 
ported as having told the 
Council of Ministers, the Cabi¬ 
net, that Mecca would not be 
allowed to stand in the way of 
development. He later announ¬

National Guard iroops were 
patrolling the streets of 
Miami today after a night of 
race riots, which left at least 
nine people dead and more 
than 120 injured. 

Tbe dead were described as 
four black men. three white 
men, a Hispanic man and a per¬ 
son burnt-beyond recognition. 

The violence erupted late 
last night after an all-white 
jury acquitted four white 
former policemen on ebarges 
nf beating a black insurance 
agent to death after a car and 
motor cycle chase. 

Mr Arthur McDuffie, aged 
33. died from head injuries 
just before last Christmas after 
trying to escape from the 
police on a motor cycle. The 
-police claimed that his injuries 
nad been caused when bis 
motor cycle crashed, but a 
medical .examiner said that the 
wounds -could have, been made 
by the heavy torches and 
truncheons carried by the 
police. 

The trial of the policemen, 
which was held in Tampa, 
Florida, was regarded among 
the black community in Miami 
as a test case for civil rights 
in the state. When news of the 
acquittals reached the dry, 
black cnmjnuiHtv leaders 
organized a mass rally. __ .

TUC meets 
today on 
clash over 
laggers

' The. future of _ the Ide -"of 
Grain ‘power station, in ’Kent, 
remained in the balance- last 
night as Mr David Basnett, 
general secretary of the Gen¬ 
eral and Municipal Workers’ 
Union (GMWXJ), accused otifcr 
unions of “ ref Osin g to-fallow 
TUC advice- an<d engaging in 
public slanging” on the issue. 

■ Speaking at the start of the 
union’s conference - in Bourne¬ 
mouth, fce said'that me -union 
executive had given him full 
authority, to “.tike aoy action 
necessary” to protect the jobs 
of GMWU laggers who have 
been in dispute, over bonus pay¬ 
ments at the site since last 
August. 

■ TUC leaders will consider to¬ 
day whether to act on the 
union’s demand that other 
anions be ordered to withdraw 
rbeir cooperation with the use 
of newly trained laggers at the 
£550m construction site. 

Mr Basnert responded sharply 
to criticisms from other unions 
that the laggers and their repre¬ 
sentatives had been using inti¬ 
midatory tactics. He said tbat 
provocative statements would 
serve only to exacerbate the 
situation. 

At the end of last week the 
Central Elecu-icity Generating 
Board cancelled its earlier an¬ 
nouncement tbat 1,400 workers 
on the site would lose their jobs 
from June 5 because of the dis¬ 
pute, centred on 27 GMWU 
laggers. 

The board said that because 
of the success so far in resum¬ 
ing the lagging of boilers, pipes 
and turbines the project would 
go ahead for the time betas. 

Mr Basnett said fast night 
that ocher unto os bed ignored 
TUC advice to all parties at the 
site to negotiate new bonus 
rates for the laggers above the 
£2.60 an hour ceiling imposed 
by the board. 

Other unions, notably the 
Electrical, _ Electronic, Tele¬ 
communication and Plumbing 
Union and .the Amalgamated 
Union of Engineering Workers' 
construction section, lave 
argued tbat training and use 
of new [aggers to take over the 
GMWU jobs is essential to save 
the 1,600 threatened jobs at the 
site. 

Mr Basnett refused to issue 
an overt threat, either of mass 
picketing at the site or of a 
walkout by loggers at heavy 
construction sites throughout 
the country. 

Under the TUC’s rule 13 
unions which refuse to accept 
rulings on iaterunion disputes 
can be suspended from con¬ 
gress. Mr Basnett said that the 
union had not at this stage 
called on the TUC to go as far 
as .that. 


Scientists increasingly worried about possibl e damage to the Earth s ozone be 

aerosols

The ' United ; States Has 
launched a diplomatic initiative 
to tty to persuaifc Britain 
other countries.-fto-f cooperate 
with it. ip bafl'mngi : fluoro-. 
carbons in aerosol sprays and 
in the manufactore-hf polyure¬ 
thane packaging materials. 

The niovje coroes in the light 
of fresh evidence from a group 
of ' .eminent,. scientists in the 
American National Academy of 
Sciences that the fluorocarbons, 
known industrially as F-ll and 
F-12, interfere with the strato¬ 
spheric ozone layer that pro¬ 
tects the Earth from excessive 
ultraviolet radiation. 

The F-ll and F-12 compounds 
are no longer allowed to be 
used as a propellant in inessen¬ 
tial aerosol sprays for hair 
lacquer, deodorants, furniture 
polishes and the like in the 
United States, but they are 
used in about threequarters of 
such products in Britain, 
France and Italy. ■ 

Those three countries are 
the main target of the cam¬ 
paign started by the United 
States Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency. That is Because 
the three governments, accord¬ 


ing - to* discussion .'documents 
being - exchanged between 
United .States.: and. European- 
specialism, ‘ Have - moved - the

_ lie ^substances under scru¬ 
tiny are compounds synthesized 
from fluoorine, chloride ' and 
carboni They are remarkably 
stable ggents,- and hence attrac¬ 
tive as propellants in aerosols, 
and plastics'--manufacturing be¬ 
cause they do not interact with 
the main product. 

As they leak through the 
atmosphere to the stratosphere, 
between 15 and 50 kilometres 
above the ground, however,' 
fluorocarbon molecules are split 
by sunlight, releasing chlorine. 

The chlorine is .highly re¬ 
active and disrupts the type of 
process known to be in pro¬ 
gress in the stratosphere to 
main tain the protective belt of 
ozone. 

Fluorocarbons take years to 
seep through tbe atmosphere, 
so the danger comes from set¬

Pay to match prices is not 
a right, Chancellor says

If the Government was to 
control inflation it was essential 
that people be restrained in 
their pay bargaining and pre¬ 
pared to accept -increases that 
did not keep pace with price 
rises, Sir Geoffrey Howe, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said yesterday. 

Public sector pay increases 
had shown the “catching up” 
process, because of the refer¬ 
ences made by the last govern¬ 
ment to rhe Clegg commission. 
Sir Geoffrey said. But next 
year, through cash limits, the 
Government had to control the 
extra money that was going to 
be available, “and char ft 
bound to be Jess than the going 
rate for inflation , and that is 
going to be difficult and 
tough”. 

Nationalized industries were 
in tile trading public sector, and 
had to settle the prices at which 
they could compete in the 
market place. Money going 
from, the Exchequer to those 
industries would be tightly con- 
troJJedL and the workers would 
be bargaining for their own 
survival. 

Sir Geoffrey was being inter¬ 
viewed on LBC. - the London 
commercial radio station, by Mr 


Peter AUeo, wbo asked bow tbe 
Government could expect 
workers to exercise restraint 
when they saw prices going up 
by 21 per cent a year. “What 
will stop it is the understanding, 
the common sense, of trade 
union leaders and union mem¬ 
bers”, the Chancellor said. 

“ At the moment it is in 
situations of manifest gravity, 
like that at British Leyfand for 
example, tbat employees are 
seeing very dearly the-need to 
accept pay settlements at less 
than the going rate of infla¬ 
tion . . . but in many parts of 
private industry that is also 
happening. 

"More than half of the pay 
settlements reported to tbe CBr 
have been below 15 per cent. 

"So in large-parts of the mar¬ 
ket place tbat message is get¬ 
ting through. It is important 
that it should get through else¬ 
where, and that the Govern¬ 
ment should get tbe message 
through to its own employees.” 

Good sense was the only 
solution. “The key thing for 
people to understand is tbat 
there is no right of entitlement 
to a pay increase which keeps 
pace with the rise in the cost 
of living ”, Sir Geoffrey said. 

People should be prepared^ to 
accept reductions in real kviijg 
standards.

A shout by a probation- officer 
of "murder" interrupted Mr 
William Whitelaw, Home Secre¬ 
tary, on Saturday when he 
defended the special patrol 
group after references to the 
death of Mr Blair Peach, the 
subject of an inquest after he 
received a fatal head injury 
during a demonstration in 
Southall last April. 

Mr Whitelaw told the annual 
conference of the National 
Association of Probation Offi¬ 
cers : *' Surely you and I in a 
country with a judicial system 
have the same duty, to await 
the verdict of the court." 

He had been asked by Miss 
Elizabeth Johnson, of the 
Middlesex branch, which covers 
Southall, how he could justify 
the conrioued use of the group. 
She said their tactics were 
hardly conducive to peace, and 
dangerous weapons had been 
found in rheir lodcers. 

Mr Whitelaw said there were 
misconceptions about the role 
of the group and other police 
reserves. It was important for 
the police to have trained 
reserves. 

“ Of course, it is important 
that a reserve or the SPG does 
not get to a position where it is 
regarded as something different 
from the police service." Not 
that Sir David McNee, the 
Metropolitan Commissioner, 
wished that, rather the reverse. 

The cry of “ murder ” and Mr 
Whit claw’s retort to it came 
when he said: ** You would not 


expect me to comment on the 
inquest.” 

He added that he and Sir 
David agreed that " if there are 
those anywhere in the police 
service where they operate out¬ 
side the terms of the law. they 
must be punished according to 
the terms of the low”. 

But the group had proved its 
worth, was extremely valuable 
and must operate within the 
proper confines of the low.

Many children in care of 
minders ‘unhappy’

A study of registered child¬ 
minders in Oxfordshire indi¬ 
cates that one in three children 
in their care show signs of 
unhappiness and depression. 

The study, which is published 
today, is one of six to emerge 
from research into the provi¬ 
sion of out-of-home care for 
children under five. The 
research was carried out 
between 1974 and 1979 by the 
Oxford Pre-School Research 
Group with a grant from the 
Social Science Research Coun¬ 
cil. Three of the other studies 
arc also published today. 

The research was directed by 
Professor Jerome Bruner, 
formerly Professor of Psy¬ 
chology at Oxford University, 
now Professor of Psychology at 
Harvard, who has been closely 
associated with the He#d Start 
programme for preschool child¬ 
ren in the United States. 

Professor Bruner says Britain 
has a lamentable record in 
publicly financed provision of 
care for preschool children. 

Both of the main political par¬ 
ties had paid lip service to the 
desirability of improving the 
provision,' but little had been 
done, he adds. Yet the need is 
greater than ever. He points, 
for example, to the big increase 
in the number of working 
women in Britain during the 
past 25 years. 

Most European nations pro¬ 
vide well for the preschool 
children of working mothers, 
the professor says. In France, 
for example. 25 per cent of two- 
year-olds, 70 per cent of three- 
year-olds, and almost all four-

Expert doubts plan to 
change Irish border

Dr Paul Compton, a leading 
authority on the distribution of 
Roman Catholics and Protest¬ 
ants in Northern Ireland is scep¬ 
tical of some .of the ■ proposals 
made in letters to The Times 
for changing the province's 
border. 

H While superficially • an 
attractive proposition ”, he said, 
“ a new partition would not 
form a basis for the solution of 
the Irish question unless accom¬ 
panied by wholesale transfers 
of-people between .the Irish 
Republic - and the redefined 
Northern Ireland". 

Dr Compton, senior lecturer 
in . geography at The Queen’s 
University, Belfast, provided 
The Times with a map based 
on rbc 1971 census, showing rhe 
distribution of Roman Catho¬ 
lics. The information from the 
1971 census-is believed still to 
provide an ac.curare picture. 

-He said: “ The basic problem 
with a repartition strategy is 
that there are no extensive 
areas of the province iu which 
the nationalist population forms 
a substantial majority. The ter¬ 
ritory west of the river Barm is 
□ot predominantly Roman 
Catholic, as many seem to 
think”. 

Dr Compton believes that 
only co m p a ratively minor bor¬ 
der readjustments are possible 


without involving almost as 
many Protestants as Catholics, 
in the following areas: 

1. The southern central area 
of the Newry and Moume dis¬ 
trict, including Crossmag] en 
(more than 80 per cent Catholic 
and a large nationalist 
majority i ; 

2. Two districts of co Ferman¬ 
agh: Garrison in the west and 

• Derrylin in the south-east (both 
more than SO per cent Catholic): 

3. The Londonderry area west 
of the Foyle (up to SO per cent 
Catholic), . and the town of 
Strahane. 

If those areas were given up, 
the Catholic papulation of 
Northern Ireland would be re¬ 
duced by about 90,000 to 
approximately 480,000. North¬ 
east Antrim and parts of mid- 
Ulster, the only other pre¬ 
dominantly Catholic areas out¬ 
side Belfast, are sparsely 
populated. 

One suggestion sent to The 
Times was to cede to the Irish 
Republic the territory south¬ 
west of the road between 
Strabane and Auchnacloy. Dr 
Compton said chat that suffered 
from the ’ serious flaw that 
there were almost as many 
Protestants in the territory as 
Catholics, who it could be 
assumed would wish to remain 
in the United Kingdom. And 
nor all the Catholics would 
prefer to live in the Irish 

• Republic.

The new administration 
includes the right-wing Liberal 
Party which has been in 
opposition since 1977. The six 
parties have agreed to press 
on with the reforms for 
Flanders and Wallonia, and 
deal with tbe thorny problem 
of Brussels at a later stage. 

Brussels, a mainly French- 
speaking city surrounded by 
Flemish territory and with a 
vociferous Flemish minority, 
has been the stumbling block 
ro agreement on plans for 
devolution. 

Tbe parties 1 pact also in¬ 
cludes a package of financial 
austerity measures, aimed at 
cutting government expenditure 
by 2.2 per cent, and a cut in 
direct taxation reflecting the 
inclusion of the Liberals in 
what was a centre-left coalition.

Madrid set to step up 
action against ETA

Madrid, May 18 

Senor Juan Jose Roson, 
Spain’s newly-appointed Inter¬ 
ior Minister, made a flying 
trip to the north of the country 
this weekend, prompted by six 
political killings in a 36-hour 
period. 

He firmly rejected recent 
suggestions that Madrid should 
negotiate with the separatist 
Teirorist movement ETA 
(Basque Homeland and Liberty) 
in an effort to halt the escala¬ 
tion of political violence. 

“The only way to deal with 
terrorists is by police action ”, 
the minister said in Bilbao. 
“So we're going to increase 
the actions taken against the 
ETA’s spiral of violence, and 
under no circumstances are we 
going to negotiate.” 

His tour of the Basque 
country bad been arranged 
originally for next week, but it 
was moved forward after a dis¬ 
cussion on the latest outbreak 
of political murders at Friday’s 
Cabinet meeting here. 

Those killed on Thursday and 
Friday included three police¬ 
men, shot down in a San 
Sebastian cafe; two members 
of the para-military Civil 
Guard, shot in a bar in Pam¬ 
plona, and a businessman, shot 
dead at ' his small car body 
workshop in a town near San 


Sebastian. Basque extremists 
are sought in connexion with 
all six killings. 

Mourners, attending the 
funeral services in Pamplona 
yesterday for tbe two members 
of the Civil Guard sbouted 
angry slogans against Senor 
Adolfo Suarez, the Prime 
Minister, and his Government, 

In another development, tbe 
Captain-General of Spain's First 
Military District, which has its 
headquarters in Madrid, re¬ 
jected tbe sentences handed 
down here earlier this month 
by a military court on two 
officers, who were convicted of 
conspiracy in connexion with 
a plot to hold the Prime 
Minister hostage and install a 
“ government of national salva¬ 
tion”. 

The decision of Lieutenant- 
General Guillermo Quintana, 
the military district com¬ 
mander, means that the case 
of Lieutenant-Colonel. Antonio 
Tejero, of the Civil Guard, and 
Captain Ricardo r Saenz de 
Ynestrillas, of the National 
Police, must be reviewed-.-by 
the Supreme Court of Military' 
Justice. 

The sentences, seven months 
for Lieutenant-Colonel Tejero 
and six months for Captain 
Saenz, were so short that the 
officers have been set free.

Venice talks 
threatened 
by terrorists 

From Peter Nichols 
Rome, May 18 

Red Brigades terrorists issued 
a statement yesterday threaten¬ 
ing action against the European 
and economic summits due to 
take place in Venice next 
month. The threat was con¬ 
tained in a detailed account of 
the killing at Mestre lasr Mon¬ 
day of Signor Alfredo Alban ese 
who was head of the Venice 
anti-terrorist squad. 

The statement described 
Signor Alban ese as “ one of 
those responsible for the or¬ 
ganization of thousands of 
mercenaries who will have the 
task of safeguarding the lives 
of the principal oppressors of 
tbe world due to meet in June 
in an occupied Venice 

It referred to the leaders of 
the nine members of the Euro¬ 
pean Community and of the 
industrialized countries as 11 the 
principal slaughterers of the 
proletariat ”, about to meet “ to 
define their ferocious policy 

They thought they would find 
no resistance from the Italian 
proletariat, the statement said. 
But they were wrong: “ In 
harmony with the international 
communist movement which at 
this moment is tenaciously com¬ 
bating the capitalist pigs, we 
of the Red Brigades are expect¬ 
ing you.” 

The threats accompanying an 
otherwise routine statement by 
tite terrorists once more raise 
die question of whether Italian 
violence can impinge directly 
on the conduct of international 
meetings in Italy and on the 
country’s internationa'l stand¬ 
ing. There was a moment last 
autumn when violence appeared 
to some people abroad to have 
reached that point. 

Tbe main example was the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office’s confidentially stated 
view that the Queen should not 
come to Italy as planned next 
October, but should instead 
send the Prince of Wales. Those 
fears lave since been assuaged. 

Now for the first time the 
Italian terrorists have publicly 
threatened to attack an inter¬ 
national diplomatic gathering, 
and have- given an indication 
of being in earnest by murder¬ 
ing ihe. man who would have 
bad a leading part in looking 
after security at the Venice 
talks. President Carter will be 
among the lenders due to go to 
Venice next month. 

The Red Brigades have 
claimed responsibility for tbe 
wounding here yesterday of 
Signor Domenico GaUucci, a 
Christian Democrat official who 
headed the governing party’s 
local secretariat in the San 
Basilio ares. He was shot in the 
legs by six bullets and was 
taken to hospital for an emer¬ 
gency operation. 

He -was attacked outside his 
own home. His wife heard noth¬ 
ing because bis assailants used 
silenced revolvers, but his dog, 
witich was with him, went back 
to the house and barked until 
she came downstairs and found 
her husband in a pool.of blood. 


New Bishop of

Trickle of Armenians leaving foi 
the West becomes a torrent

Soviet Armenians are leaving 
country in record numbers. 
While Jewish emigration has 
fallen sharply this year, the 
number of Armenians being 
granted exit visas has risen 
steeply m the first four 
months, in spite of the worsen¬ 
ing international situation. 

There has always been a 
trickle of people leaving the 
small mountainous Soviet re¬ 
public on the border with Tur¬ 
key, but in tbe past two years 
this has become a torrent. 
Western consulates in Moscow 
estimate that as many as 40,000 
Armenians may be ready to £0. 

Armenian emigration appears 
to be unaffected by tbe tighter 
regulations on tbe exit of jews 
and other national groups. 

About 1,000 Armenians a 
month are now being allowed 
to go, most of them to die 
United States. Lebanon, Canada 
and France where there are al¬ 
ready sizable Armenian com¬ 
munities. Nearly al are from 
families of Armenians who im¬ 
migrated here from Europe and 
che Middle East immediately 
after the Second World War. 

The figures for the United 
States illustrate the trend. 
From January to April last 
year about 170 people a month 
were granted visas. In the cor¬ 
responding period this year the 
figures for each month were 
473, 392. 488 and in April 611. 
Most go to tbe Los Angeles 
area. Far fewer Armenians 
apply to go to Canada, but Ar¬ 
menians now constitute more 
than 80 per cent of all Soviet 
citizens applying to emigrate 
to Canada. 

Soviet officials never discuss 
emigration policies, but there 
are ~ several explanations for 
the exodus at a time of general 
tightening up on all other 

emigration. 

With the Iranian crisis the 
Russians may be anxious to 
clear their strategic border 
areas of discontented citizens 
and potential troublemakers. 
Or thev mav want to cut back 
the relatively free and regular 
visits by people in the West 
with relations in Armenia and 
by Soviet Armenians to tbe 
outside world. 


.Or they may be trying to 
demonstrate that foreign pub¬ 
lic-political pressure for more 
emigration is unlikely to work 
whereas quiet requests for 
family reunification will be 
listened to. Unlike Jewish or 
German emigration, Armenian 
emigration has never been 
explicitly linked to the atti¬ 
tudes and policies towards the 
Soviet Union of the United 
States or other Western coun¬ 
tries. 

After the war Stalin cam¬ 
paigned to attract here all 
Armenians who had fled from 
the Turkist massacres. The 
campaign, reminiscent of Zion¬ 
ism, insisted rbar good Armen¬ 
ians had a duty to return to 
the only homeland that still 
existed. Soviet shins were sent 
to Beirut to pick up tnanv 
poorer Armenians wbo sold all 
their possessions and left 
almost overnight. 

These immigrants w-ere miven 
special privileges on arrival, 
being allowed even . to build 
private houses in Soviet Arme¬ 
nia. But many were disillu¬ 
sioned and now, 35 years later, 
they are leaving, taking wives 
or husbands and children born 
in the Soviet Union. 

Since all emigration is offi¬ 
cially on the basis of family 
reunion, many Armenians are 
given visas to go only to Leba¬ 
non, where most came from. 
But the Lebanese Government 
is now accepting only a strictly 
limited quota, and only those 
people who can prove thev were 
once registered in Lebanon. 
Relatives in Beirut send copies 
of old civil registration lists. 
But as with emigrating Jews 
who receive visas only for 
Israel, many Armenians only 
pass through Beirut on their 
wav to the United States. 

Jewish emigration, mean¬ 
while. has declined sharply this 
year from tbe record level of 
1979 when about 50,000 Soriet 
Jews were permitted to leave. 
About 10,500 Jews left in the 
first four months of this year, 
but the monthly totals have 
been falling steadily from 3,300 
in January to 2,000 in April. 

Jewish emigration from the 
Ukrainian cities of Kiev, Odessa 
and Kharkov is said to have 
almost ceased, and the authori¬

US appeals to Cuba 
oyer refugee boats 


Miami, May 18.—-Tbe United 
Stares Coastguard has appealed 
to Cu ba. to sto p o verioadi ng 
small boats with refugees after 
a vessel capsized in the Florida 
Strait yesterday, drowning 10 
people. 

Admiral John Hayes, the 
Coastguard Commandant, said 
Cuba had shown a “continued 
lack of regard for human life 

Bear Admiral Benedict 
Stabile, chief of the Miami zone, 
sent an appeal to the Cuban 
border guard not to overload 
boats leaving Mariel Harbour 
to join the refugee exodus to 
Florida. 

The number of United States 
patrol boats monitoring a 200- 
miJe zone from Key West, 
Florida, ro Cuba bad been in¬ 
creased to 43 to carry out safety 
checks and search and rescue 
operations. 

The 40-foot Yumi, a Florida- 
registered pleasure boat carry¬ 
ing 52 people, capsized yester¬ 
day 28 miles north of Mariel. 

The Coastguard said 10 
passengers died, four were miss¬ 
ing and 13 seriously injured. 
This brought to 20 the number 
of deaths confirmed since the 
refugee flow began. More than 
50,000 Cuban refugees have 
landed in Florida since April 23. 
Big Protest: More than five 
million Cubans, half tbe island’s

Afghan 
exiles join

Eight Afghan emigre leaders, 
representing five Islamic 
groups opposing the communist 
regime in Kabul. today 
appeared as members of Iran's 
delegation when the first plen¬ 
ary sessions of rhe eleventh 
Islamic foreign ministers' con¬ 
ference gr>l under way here. 

They had been faced by 
objections m their admission 
yesterday by some member 

countries clcr-e ro the Soviet 
Union, and so were invited to 
join die Iranian delegation. 

Ihe Islamic conference sec¬ 
retariat had been told that an 
Afghan government delegation 
would be coming ro Islamabad 
to participate in the conference 
even though the communist 
regime was suspended from 
membership last January’. A 
conference spokesman this even¬ 
ing said that so far nothing 
more had been heard about a 
Kabul delegation coming. 

The Afghan question was not 
taken up at either today's 
plenary session nor by the poli¬ 
tical committee, hough the con¬ 
ference has now approved put¬ 
ting an Pakistani proposal for 
working out collective Islamic 
security measures in response 
tu the Soviet threat in 
Afghanistan. 

General Zia ul-Haq. tire Paki¬ 
stani leader, in hix opening 
speech yesterday called on the 
Islamic foreign ministers to try 
to find a political solution to 
the Afghanistan problem by 
setting up a permanent com¬ 
mittee to explore ways of defus¬ 
ing the crisis. 

Pakistan in its efforts to get 
the Islamic conference to tackle 
collective defence problems has 
put a proposal on this before 
this session but General Zia 
made clear yesterday that he is 
only thinking of mode-n. mea¬ 
sures and nor of establishing 
any common defence organiza¬ 
tion under a Nato-style supreme 
commander. 

General Zia condemned the 
“ extremely dangerous ten¬ 
dency ” on the parr of the 
superpowers constantly to 
interefere in the affairs of 
smaller countries. “It is for 
this reasonhe s.tid, “ that 
while we vehemently oppose 
the Soviet military presence in 
Afghanistan we also oppose the 
presence of United States naval 
forces deployed iu a threaten¬ 
ing posture in the vicinitv of 
Iran.” 

Mr Ajsrha Shabi. President 
Zia's foreign affairs adviser, 
who was elected chairman by 
rhe conference, went somewhat 
further than General Zia in 
expressing solidarity with Iran. 

“ We consider it imperative 
that the superpowers withdraw 
their naval forces from the 
vicinity of Iran ”, he declared, 
after urging the conference to 
call for the removal of all 
sanctions and threats of force 
agaiust Iran. 

Iranian Parliament: Iran's first 
Islamic Parliament, charged 
with setting terras for the re¬ 
lease of the American hostages, 
will open on May 29.—Reuter.

Japan entering an era of political instability

Tukyu, May 18 

An era of political instability 
is expected tn start in the 
world's third economic power 
tomorrow when the Japanese 
Parliament is dissolved. The 
country will go to the polls on 
June 22 to elect new Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament. 

As deep-seated factional dif¬ 
ferences threatened to split the 
ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party into two rival political 
forces this weekend, political 
scientists warned the nation 
that the general election is 
likely to produce an unstable 
coalition government. 

Mr Masayoshi Ohira, whose 
government fell when dissidents 
within the ruling party refused 
tn vote against a motion of No 
Confidence to rhe Diet, so Far 
has taken no action against his 
rivals, two former Prime 
Ministers. Mr Takco Fukuda 
and Mr Takeo Miki. 

Both Mr Fukuda and Mr 
Miki, who instructed their sup¬ 


porters to abstain From voting 
on Friday, have declared that 
they will not resign from the 
Liberal Democratic Party imme¬ 
diately to form a new conserva¬ 
tive political force. 

But there can be tittle doubt 
that au open clash between war¬ 
ring factions within rhe ruling 
party has split Japan’s con¬ 
servative political forces down 
the middle. 

Mr Ohira, who will continue 
to act as caretaker Prime Mini¬ 
ster until a new government is 
formed, said today that he will 
attend rhe summit meeting of 
seven industrialized democracies 
in Venice on June 22. 

u We are so confused that at 
rhe moment it would be impos¬ 
sible to guess who could suc¬ 
ceed Mr Ohira. The rivalries 
are so deep that any of rhe well 
known leads’s in the party 
could be pulled dawn by a rival 
faction if they succeeded Mr 
Ohira. It is just impossible to 
guess the name of bis succes¬ 
sor, or even the names of pos¬ 


sible contenders’*, an associate 
of Mr Masayoshi I to, tbe chief 
Cabinet secretary told me today. 

Mr Ohira"s decision to call an 
election immediately after the 
party's defeat iu Parliament il¬ 
lustrates how deepK democratic 
traditions have taken root in 
Japan. 

For nearly three decades the 
monolithic rule of tbe Liberal 
Democratic Party provided 
Japan with political stability as 
the country emerged as an 'eco¬ 
nomic power in the 1960s and 
1970s. Now, after witnessing an 
open split in tbe leadership, 
even tbe most optimistic of con¬ 
servatives predict that rhe party 
cannot hope to return ro power 
in its own right next month. 

With their popularity ratings 
on the wane, the Libera] Demo¬ 
crats lost their majority in 
Parliament during an election 
lasc October and only managed 
to form a government with the 
support 'of a few conservative 
independents. 

Most political observers be¬ 


lieve that tbe factional infight¬ 
ing which led to the fall of Mr 
Onira’s government will divide 
the party and alienate a large 
section of the electorate. 

“Japan's political structure 
as we knew ii in the past is 
over. We are entering a a era of 
coalition rule and instability. 
The Liberal Democrats will 
emerge as tbe largest single 
party but they will have to form 
an alliance ”, Mr ELideo Kobay- 
ashi. a respected political 
scientist, predicted.

But such an alliance would 
not hold out much promise for 
political stability. 


Ten held for 
insulting 
memory of 
Ataturk

Ankara. May IS 

Ten people were arrested to¬ 
day and accused of insulting tbe 
memory of Kema] Ataturk. the 
founder of modem Turkey, 
during a nationally televised 
religious ceremony dii Thurs¬ 
day night, the Istanbul police 
said. 

The incident provoked an out¬ 
cry among political circles in 
Ankara and has been the main 
item in news broadcasts for the 
past three days. 

As religious leader# con¬ 
ducting the Mevlid (The 
Hvmn to the Dead) cited Ara- 
turfs name, loud boos and 
shouts of “ Damn him" were 
heard over the “ amen " pro¬ 
nounced bv the faithful. 

Television officials in charge 
of the live coverage of the 
ceremony immediately turned 
down rbe sound, but not before 
the booing was heard- 

Witnesses said the demonstra¬ 
tion was staged bv a score of 
people who left the mosque 
immediately after wards.. The 
police, after hearing rhe wit¬ 
nesses and studying video and 
sound rapes of the ceremony, 
concluded that the 10 people 
arrested today were among the 
demonstrators. 

The incident was condemned 
by all political leaders, who 
considered thjr an arrack 
against Ataturk. who symbolizes 
rhe modernization and the 
westernization of Turkey, was 
particularly uofominare at a 

rime of political and social un¬ 
rest.

A First Folio of 
Shakespeare to 
be sold in Paris

A First Folio of Shakespeare 
is to be sold in a Paris auction 
on Tuesdav. It bas crossed the 
Atlantic for_ the sale, bavins 
belonged until about a year ago 
to tbe vast and magnificent 
library formed by Francis 
Ketraneh. 

In the days before the Second 
World War, when American 
multi-millionaires were mainly 
buying Gainsboroughs by the 
yard. Kertaneh. an American 
businessman of Lebanese 
origins, used his enormous 
wealth to amass a spectacular 
library'. He died four years ago 
and a large proportion of bis 
collection was sold to H. P. 
Kraus, a New York dealer. 

Mr Kraus did not buy a small 
but very important port of the 
collection, including the Shake¬ 
speare, considering the prices 
asked bv Kettaneh’s widow too 
high. Mrs Kettaneh was repu¬ 
tedly asking 3250,000 (£110.000) 
for rhe Shakespeare, a book 
that has never yet reached half 
ttaai price at auctions. 

Indeed, along with other 
great works of _ English _ litera¬ 
ture, the prices paid by 
American millionaires in the 
1930s have not been matched in 
rhe post-war era. Mr Kettaneh 
paid 380,000 for his First Folio 
at an auction in 1933. 

The French auctioneers Ader 
et Picard are estimating that it 
will fetch around 200.000 to 
250.000 francs (up to £25.000) 
this week. In view of the

The Cabinet named 1 at 
the weekend bv the new 
regime in Uganda excludes 
several ministers who supported 
the deposed president, Mr God¬ 
frey Binaisa, and brings in 
some strong supporters of Dr 
Milton Obore, leader of the 
Uganda People’s Congress who 
was President until he was over¬ 
thrown in a military coup in 
1971. 

Although the Military Com¬ 
mission of the ruling Uganda 
National Liberation Front, 
headed by Mr Paulo Muwanga, 
Mr Binaisa’s former Labour 
Minister, says that what .has 
take place "is not a military 
coup, Lbe four army officers on 
the commission bare all been 
appointed ministers without 
portfolio. They include the chief 
of staff. Brigadier Oyite-Ojok, 
whose dismissal by President 
Binaisa started the crisis last 
weekend. 

Mr Binaisa, who has been 
guarded by Tanzanian troops in 
Uganda since the crisis devel¬ 
oped, has appealed ro Mrs 
Margaret Thatcher and Presi¬ 
dent Carter to help to restore 
him to power. His present 
whereabouts are not known. 

Mr Yusufu Lule, who was 
president of Uganda for 6S days 
fast year before being removed 
and replaced by Mr Binaisa, 
said in Nairobi today that 
Tanzania must accept responsi¬ 
bility for the coup, because its 


military foVc&5 in Uganda could 
easily' have. prevented it. 

The announcement of the 
new Cabinet came a few hours 
after members ..of the Military 
Commission, headed by Mr. 
Muwanga, had returned from a 
visit to Ausha, in northern 
Tanzania,' where they p met. 
‘ President Nyerere. .President 
Nyerere is known, to have ex-. 
pressed dismay at the events 
in Uganda,, because they were 
unconstitutional. 

President Nyerere urged that 
elections be held as quickly as 
possible, and suggested that 
they could take place in Sep¬ 
tember, with a Commonwealth 
observer force present 

President Nyerere’s reported 
pressure for a "civilian presiden¬ 
tial commission with effective 
power appears to have been 
largely ignored by Mr Muwanga 
and His colleagues. ■ Constitu¬ 
tional instruments announced 
in Kampala this weekend make 
it clear that-the military com¬ 
mission will hold the deciding 
power. 

Not only will Mr Muwanga 
preside at Cabinet meetings, • 
but the Military Commission 
has power to decide an; consti¬ 
tutional issue, and also resolve 
any dispute between the. 
National Consultative Council 
(the interim parliament) and 
the ' Presidential Commission 
■f which has not yet been 

named).

ment. Due in some measure to 
Sir Shongwe’s legal work, the 
Government failed to have Mr 
Ngwenya deported to South 
.Sirica 

. In 1978 Mr Sbnngwe repre¬ 
sented members of the military 
arm of the Pan-African Con¬ 
gress when they were charged 
with possessing guns, ammuni¬ 
tion and explosives. On this 
.occasion he challenged the 
impartiality of the judge, on 
the grounds that he was a 
whits South African. Since the 
entire judiciary of Swaziland is 
South African and white, this 
objection was taken as further 
evidence of Mr Shongwe’s 
personal involvement with the 
clients he was defending.

The summit meeting between 
President Brezhnev and Presi¬ 
dent Giscard d'Estaing in War¬ 
saw . tomorrow, briefly an¬ 
nounced here by Tass, will 
enable the Soviet Union ta 
achieve a number of diplomatic 
objectives even if it does not 
yield any immediate concrete 
results on a Russian withdrawal 
from Afghanistan. • ‘ 

First, it adds credibility to 
the Russians’ proclaimed inten¬ 
tion to preserve detente .in 
Europe in spite of the Afghanis¬ 
tan crisis and- the consequent 
worsening of relations with the 
West. 

Second, it is a signal to those 
countries such as France which 
have refused to go along with 
Washington’s tough pobey to¬ 
wards the Soviet Union' that 
they have a. role to play in 
keeping ' aliv£ ah East-West 
dialogue and will be rewarded 
with a more serious consider¬ 
ation by the Russians of western 
worries over Soviet actions. 

The signal is' the more effec¬ 
tive criming immediately after 
the meeting between Mr Andrei 
Gromyko, the Soviet foreign 
Minister, and Mr Edmund Mus- 
kie, the new American Secre¬ 
tary of State, .in Vienna which 
produced little of substance and 
no indication that the Russians 
are in any mood to make any 
concessions over Afghanistan to 
the Americans. 

It shows the Russians are 
anxious to preserve good rela- 
. tions with France, . especially 
as the French attitude towards 
the. Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan has hardened some¬ 
what since the fruitless visit by 
'Mr .Gromyko to Paris earlier 
this year. 

The fact that Mr Brezhnev 
himself will be meeting the 
French President is a pointed 
reminder to Herr Helmut 
Schmidt, the West German. 
Chancellor, who is due to. visit 
Moscow sometime this summer, 


that Moscow is happier with the 
poLicies of Paris than tbose-of 
Bonn. But it is also an indica¬ 
tion that as pan of their “ peace 
offensive u the Russians are 
prepared to talk to any Western 
leader who wtil talk to them. 

Third, the visit fits in with 
the consistent Soviet policy of 
trying to divide Western 
Europe from America and may 
increase debate in an already 
uncertain Western alliance on 
the best way- of dealing with 
Moscow. 

Finally, the visit demon¬ 
strates that Mr Brezhnev, 
whose uncertain health has 
Jong been a topic for. specula¬ 
tion bo-tb unofficially at home 
and in the West, is still fully 
capable of conducting top level 
negotiations. The Soviet leader, 
who is known to dislike flying, 
will have made three flights 
outside his country in the past 
' two weeks and has had an 
unusually full diplomatic 
schedule since the beginning 
ofthcmooih. 

It will be hard for the 
Russians to come away from 
the Warsaw meeting empty- 
handed. But tbev know it will 
be equally difficult for the 
French President not to show 
some result for his determined 
refusal to join in western 
measures against the Soviet 
Union. Any concessions Moscow 
may make can be used to show 
that Mr Muskie was overhasty 
in dismissing the recent 
Afghan proposals for a settle¬ 
ment there as cosmetic. 

' If anything comes of the 
meeting Poland, which has 
increasingly played a role in' 
trying to bring East and West 
together to discuss security in 
Europe, will take much of the 
credit. This, will please Eastern 
Europe, which has been notice¬ 
ably reluctant to adopt the 
toush Soviet line over 
.Afghanistan. It will also enable 
the Russians to maintain that 
the policies of their East 
European allies genuinely seek 
peace and detente.

the entrepreneurial activities 
of his relatives would be 
curbed and that by the end nf 
February a revived Majlis al- 
Shurc, or appointed consulta-- 
tivc council, would be estab¬ 
lished. 

It was not. To the disappoint¬ 
ment of many who had expec¬ 
ted more from that dawn, the 
auly action taken so far has 
been the appointment of a 
committee to draw up the sta¬ 
tute of the Majlis. It is chaired 
by the Minister of the Interior, 
the carefully conservative 
Prince Naif ibn Abdul Aziz, 
and made up of the religious 
and the reactionary. . 

’ If the Majlis does come off, 
and it seems that there is sin¬ 
cerity about its eventual estab¬ 
lishment in some form, it will 
be a formal expression of that 
liaison between the ruler and 
his people that Islamic polity 
commands and the House of 
Saud practises. It will also 
■serve to take the heat off un¬ 
popular measures of the Royal 
family. Who better, for ex¬ 
ample, than the _ Majlis to 
order the conscription dear to 
Prince Sultan ibn Abdul Aziz, 
the Minister of Defence and 
Aviation? 

It is not likely to have any 
power to balance its responsi¬ 
bility. Token assemblies in The 
Gulf have had a sorry history, 

and the lack of financial con¬ 
trol it will undoubtedly suffer 
will emasculate the Majlis 
from the beginning. The Saudi 
newspapers that joyfully saw 
its announcement as part of a 
codification of practice under 
the present unwritten constitu¬ 
tion as the first .step towards 
ejections will probably be let 

down. 

. Neither the Majlis nor the 
tradition from which it comes i-s 
pew. It was first established 56 
years ago by Kins Abdul Aziz 
to incorporate the decision¬ 


making bodies, of the' recently- 
conquered Hejaz. Since his 
time, though, it has been 
allowed to fall into disuse, with 
places left vacant by deaths 
unfilled. At' the same time, 
much of the strength of the 
Royal family' derives from its 
senior - members holding, in 
tribal style, open audiences 
where Saudis of either- sex 
petition for redress of griev¬ 
ances. 

The growth during the last 
tens years of Western-style 
central and local administration 
has diffused the system, but 
tradition persists. Late last year 
public - complaints about the 
delay of payment for compen¬ 
sation for. expropriated- prop¬ 
erty by municipalities provoked 
King Khaiad to order immed¬ 
iate action. - 

The : compensation order 
could be seen as an illustration 
of the position--of the King. 
Almost a monarch in the 
English mould, a man who for 
-his piety and known integrity 
•is the focus of loyalty most 
•Saudis • still feel to a ruler 
rather than to a constitution, 
he. presides over the admini¬ 
stration, • only occasionally 
intervening when it is clear 
bis authority is needed. 

In theory Prince Fahd,- his 
brother and assumed heir, runs 
the day-to-dav government of 
the country. He does not often, 
however, choose to exercise bis 
undoubted power and drive. 
His position is perhaps too un¬ 
clear, •- and there are still 
memories of an attempt in 
King Faisal’s -time to allege he 
had too mudi ambition. As a 
consequence Saudis-feel a dan¬ 
gerous vacuum at the centre"' 

_ Other groups have in the past 
•six months been pushing -suc¬ 
cessfully' ■ for their interests. 
Prince Naif and bis deputy 
minuter, Ibrahim al-Awaji. bare 
whipped up antagonism towards 
foreigners, m particular West¬ 
erners-; the religious have se¬ 


cured the prohibition of pic¬ 
tures of women in the news¬ 
papers and of dolls and teddy 
bears as un-Islaznic representa¬ 
tions of God’s creatures ; young 
-princes threaten parental dis¬ 
pleasure in business; and com¬ 
moner ministers extend the 
scope of their power simply 
through outshining their betters. 

Those who had hoped the 
Crown Prince’s determination 
-would last were again let down 
by the appointment two months 
ago of four new provincial 
governors. Their -posts are the 
principle channels from the 
Government to the people. 

Several capable grandsons of 
King Abdul Aziz were tipped, 
but in an apparent consolida¬ 
tion of the position of the 
first generation, younger sons 
of Abdul Aziz were brought 
forward. In the Eastern Pro¬ 
vince, Shia expectations were 
aroused by promises of 
amelioration of their state. But 
hopes of the removal of the 
ibn Jiluwi family as hereditary 
governors were disa'ppomted. 

Such immobility is increas¬ 
ingly -frustrating. With the 
succession limited first to sons 
of King Abdul Aziz, there are 
at least 29 princes to work 
through before the kingship 
can pass to his grandsons. Con¬ 
fusion over who was born when 
accounts for the inexactitude. 

Many Saudis show little con¬ 
fidence in the remaining mem¬ 
bers of the first generation, 
although same accept Prince 
Abdullah, the commander of 
the National - Guard, and the 
second in line, and Prince 
Salman, the governor of Riyadh 
and perhaps 16. brothers away. 
Below them there is a long way 
to go to. younger princes and 
acknowledged ability; to 
Prince • Turki al-Faissl. for 
example, the head of . the 
Directorate-General of Intel¬ 
ligence.

It is wittily 
dressed by Rudi Gernreich in 
costumes of imaginative fantasy, 
some hardly covering essentials, 
others putting two dancers into 
one three-legged garment. 
Superficially, the work is just 
an amusing phantasmagoria, but 
it also implies many comments 
on human relationships, both 
through the unusual duets and 
by the macabre use of masks in 
the finale. 

Half of the six works given 
in two programmes used scores 
specially composed on tape, 
more notable for theatrical im¬ 
pact than musical quality. Some 
of Lewitriw’s most interesting 
choreography, however, is in¬ 
spired by chamber music. 
Kinaesonara is an entertainingly 
varied but mainly lively dance 
suite to Ginastera’s music, with 
some virtuoso partnering. Suite 
Satie makes marvellously deli¬ 
cate and subtle use of Satie’s 
piano music for dances of re¬ 
markable freshness and sensi¬ 
bility. 

Every dancer makes a strong 
individual impression ; all are 
good, and so well matched that 
to single any out would be un¬ 
fair. Their skill and Bella 
Lewitzky’s varied. original, 
always humane choreography 
make this a most attractive com¬ 
pany. I look forward to seeing 
more of them: Sadler’s Wells 
next time ?

arrives. Fionsssy's portrait ■ of 
sky and sea is realistic, though 
reflection of the more harrow¬ 
ing events will be sought in 
vain. 

I wish that the activity had 
more precise^ been expressed, 
in' sharper focus. The drums 
rampage, the brass bombards, 
the winds blast, the strings 
skitter—and the LPO players 
displayed an enviable athletic 
styre, though, not much diver¬ 
sity of nuance—yet the por- 
| traiture uses time' to prolong 
one impression, like a camera 
snapshot, not the essence of 
that horizon-riveted experience 
where sea and sky are always 
on the verge of battle. Still, 
the LFO set glorious sounds 
flying, and Elgar Howarth pro¬ 
pelled them with vibrant clarity.

Arts Council support 


George Wlghtmon’s attack last 

Monday on tihe current refa- 
tiom&ip between the Arts 
Council, end literature deserves 
serious' attention. His criticisms 
are d ir ected more towards the 
literature department—whose 
Director is Charles Osborne— 
than to the literature panel, 
which I chair. Charles Osborne 
is perfectly capable of taking 
care of himself. What I would 
like t» do is to put the contro¬ 
versy in context md attempt 
to rebut George Wighttiaao’s 


Literature has always 
received a very smaiU percen¬ 
tage of the Arts Council’s 
budget and this has always 
been an understandable point 
of grievance. Stuart Hamp¬ 
shire, a previous chairman, put 
it succinctly, if a little eccen¬ 
trically, mm he said that 
literature had “ no great loss- 
making institutions ”. Litera¬ 
ture has no Royal Opera 
House, no National Theatre or 
RSC, no Sadlers Weils or 
LSO-^ncme of those costly in¬ 
stitutions which, rightly in my 
view, command public support 
in the dear awareness of 
their public benefit. 

Over the past 25 years, suc¬ 
cessive panel members have 
sought to alter this and tbeir 
consistent failure leads one to 
die conclusion that possibly 
the wrong question is being 
asked. For there is a massive 
national cazmrspaneac a to 
books—in the public library 
System. That is tbe equivalent 
of rite chain of -subsidized 
theatres. Tbe problem, as far 
as authors were- co nce rned, 
was that it afforded them too 
little direct reward. It is to be 
hoped that PLR will eventually 
repair that But tbe fact 
r emains that libraries are mas¬ 
sive buyers of bonks oral the 
free borrowing system could 
be said u be the centre-piece 
of government’s support for 
literature. This is not to 
express complacency about the 
present library purchasing 
policy winch is being banfiy 
damaged by the cuts. But the 
libraries are,, in effect, Stuart 
Hampshire’s- “ foss-njpJang in¬ 
stitutions”. 

The Arts Council supports 
contemporary writing in a 
number of ways. There tare tbe 
40-50 non-profit distributing 
book shops set up over the last 
three or four years; there are 
the grants to writers—a sur¬ 
prising number of them widely 
known and widely reviewed; 
there are grants to translators, 
and little presses; the Arvon 
Foundation finds support as 
does the London Magazine and 
the PJV. Review; there is in 
fact a varied and wide-ranging 
response to the writing, pub¬ 
lishing and distribution of 
what the panel thinks of as 
worthwhile current literature. 
Naturally its methods and its 
jud&ne&Es are open to ques¬ 


tioning. And there is always 
room for improvement. 

What must be said, however, 
is that the voluntary work of 
those on the panel is of a high 
order. The panel has always 
attracted distinguished 

members. Both knowledge and 
a sense of fairness are brought 
to bear. No one ihas yet 
devised or even suggested an 
alternative system which would 
be anything like as effective, 
scrupulous and inexpensive. 

Now to George Wightman's 
arguments. Writing of the Arts 
Council’s forom on its work in 
the field of literature (held 
two months ago) Mr Wigbtman 
says that only a few selected 
questions were put to Sir Roy 
Shaw, Charles Osborne ana 
myself. In fact all the ques¬ 
tions which were received 
were asked and several supple- 
memories were welcomed. 

Arthur Crook, former Editor 
of the TLS, did indeed com¬ 
plain that “ people who adminis¬ 
ter the funds of a charitable 
c or poration should act as trus 
tees and not benefit from the 
money they distribute". He 
referred m particular to 
Anthony Thwaite’s connexion 
-with Encounter fin receipt of 
subsidy for its literary pages) 
and his position as a member 
of the finance committee. It 
was pointed out that the sub¬ 
sidy had begun before Mr 
Thwaite’s recruitment to the 
committee; that he had no say 
or vote an that specific deci¬ 
sion : and that such overlaps— 
ie that of writers and their 
publishing houses which might 
be applying for grants—were 
inevitable. The very fact of 
bringing together an expert 
panel made it so. Everyone an 
it has wide-ranging literary 

connexions. The alternative— 
to have people without literary 
interests—4s surely not desir¬ 
able. 

The National Books Awards 
Scheme (hatched before the 
clamp-down following the last 
election) is criticized because 
it “ conflicts with similar prizes 
sponsored by industry” Does 
it? The last few years have 
seen the growth of prize 
money overall — much 
encouraged and supported by 
the Arts Council. It is at least 
possible that the NBA will 
stimulate more public interest 
in Ereramre and thereby bring 
in more sponsors. 

There is also the comment 
that this was a further exam¬ 
ple of the “ increasing ten¬ 
dency on the part of cbe litera¬ 
ture department to fund its own 
activities ”. It is accused of set¬ 
ting up a state publishing 
house; this is not true. It is 
asserted that it. wishes to set 
up a publishing imprint to 
reissue classics: this is not 
true.

TAUNTOH: Somerset (4pts) beat 
Yorkshire by seven 'wickets. 

It was another day of what 
could have been taken for high 
summer, and my family and 1 had 
an outing, gathering rosebuds 
while we might, lunching upon 
salmon and bock and strawberries 
(except for my son Adam, who 
has a hearty appetire, and pre¬ 
ferred The Castle Hotel’s cele¬ 
brated Whortleberry pie). The 
scene at the ground was less 
leisurely. The gates were closed 
soon after the start. There was 
passion in the air, such passion 
as might have been felt in the old 
days 'at Bramali Lane when Lan¬ 
cashire were playing (but the 
Taunton Sunday crowd is less 
knowledgeable than the Grinders 
or Sheffield were).

Although Yorkshire improved, 
helped by an accurate spell from 
Garrick and Somerset lost a 
couple more wickets before the 
end, there were still more than 
two overs In hand when the 
winning hit was made. Botham was 
In then. Of course he is every¬ 
body's hero down here just now, 
with his provisional England 
captaincy. 

Somerset, the John Player 
■champions, have now won two out 
of three matches in this year's 
Sunday League, and Yorkshire 
have lost ail their three. Despite 
the huge crowd, and the hot 
weather and the additional discom¬ 
fort caused by building develop¬ 
ments, it was on the whole a well 
behaved occasion. This was partly 
because of a sensible policy, of 
reducing the licensing hours.

Youth is given its 
fling with Botham 


By John Woodcock 

In die two one-day Prudential 
Trophy marches against West 
Indies, at Headingley on Wednes¬ 
day week and ac Lord’s two days 
later England will be captained by 
Ian Botham. For the moment the 
idea of bringing in a caretaker to 
relieve Botham for a year or two, 
of this extra responsibility, though 
carefully considered, has been set 
aside. 

Assuming Botham does an 
adequate lob in these one-day 
games - and is subsequently 
appointed for the full Test series, 
he will become England's youngest 
Test captain since they were led 
by the Hon Ivo Bligh 98 vears 
ago. It is this very youthfulness 
that is one of the selectors 
worries. T2ie oilier is chat Botham, 
being che all-round cricketer he 
is. alreadv has bis bands fulL The 
risk of his own game being under¬ 
mined is obvious to all. 

To look at the alternatives first. 
There were several of them, as of 
course there still are should any¬ 
thing happen at Headingley or 
Lord’s next week to make the 
selectors decide that the time is 
not yet right for Botham. They 
include. In alphabetical order. 
Boycott, Brearley, Fletdjer, 
Hampshire Knight, Lloyd, Miller, 
Rose, and Willis. 1 have even 
heard Knott's name being can¬ 
vassed. though not by anyone who 
knows* how much be likes to keep 
himself to himself. 

Presumably Brearley could yet 
play, under Botham's captaincy. 
Although unavailable for next 
winter's tour of West Indies, he 
is one of England’s mast experi¬ 
enced players of genuine spsed- 
Botbam, I am sure, would be de¬ 
lighted to have him in the side. 
Fletcher, a more confident player 
of fast bowling since the helmet 
came into fashion and endowed 
with a good cricketing brain, 
would probably be tbe choice, 
were a poll to 1 be taken among 
county cricketers. The Essex side 
say be is playing as well as ever. 
Be is. however, 36 (or will be 
tomorrow) and his would be a 


short-term appointment. Of the 
nine alternatives I. have listed, 
the likeliest may have, been Rose, 
whose best years, at 29, are yet 
to come. 

Within a couple of. minutes 
yesterday morning I listened to 
Colin Cowdrev saying how much 
be would “ like to play under 
Botham ” and io Brian Johnston, 
who knows tbe candidates as well 
as anyone, expressing tbe opinion 
that too much was being asked of 
tbe young lion. These are not 
exactly opposite views, though 
those who gave them fall into the 
two distinct schools of thought, 
of which those who would nos 
yet have -Botham is the more 
widely supported. 

Botham wants the job. He is as 
ambitious as be is irrepressible. 
Just bow resilient he might be 
under the constant pressure, both 
on and off the field, which 
attends tbe England captaincy 
remains to be seen. Although 
maturing fast be is still impul¬ 
sive and still only fairly respon¬ 
sible. Who else in the cricket 
world would have risked tile and 
limb, and the chances of a for¬ 
tune. playing fourth division 
football for Scunthorpe United 
upon returning freon Bombay in 
February? It seemed like mad¬ 
ness at tbe time—yet he got away 
with it and it would be a pity 
to discourage such eagerness for 
tbe challenge. 

Should this be tbe start of a 
long run as England's captain, 
Botham could lead them in more 
Test matches than anyone has 
ever led anyone. Tbe cares of the 
Job bave cut short the careers of 
some good men. But Botham is 
no " ordinary boy ”. Ideally be 
would be raking over in three or 
four vears time; but between 
now and then England can ill 
afford to cany as captain some¬ 
one who is barely good enough to 
be in the side, and if by some 
splendid chance they should sur¬ 
pass themselves against West 
Indies, what a start that would 
be for Botham! If only just, it 
is a chance worth taking. 



Polish from Richards and 
robustness from Lloyd

The West Indians, chasing a 
Northamptonshire total of 260, 
were all out last evening for 369, 
scored in only 85 overs, a fair 
achievement Apart from a period 
in mid-innings, when they lost 
three wickets for one run, they 
made smooth progress on a lovely 
afternoon.

65. Roberts, roo, struck some 
huge blows. 

It was—until the middle-order 
disturbance—all rather too pre¬ 
dictable to be engrossing. 
Richards, seemingly bored with 
batting of late, now felt it was 
time to produce. He nearly went 
early on. edging Griffiths! just 
fine of slip, but thereafter played 
with his usual disdain, hitting 
smoothly to leg off bis toes, and 
driving sweetly through the 
covers. Tbe quicker bowlers be¬ 
came increasingly heavy of foot 
and slow through the air. while 
the off-spinners. Willey and Wil¬ 
liams. persevered rather than 
aspired. Willey was much the 
more economical and tidy of the 
two, but Williams, with Us splen¬ 
did century of Saturday behind 
him, had other consolations. 

Bacchus, an engagingly quick- 
footed if rather vulnerable looking 
Guyanese, was soon hitting Willey 
back over his head. Lamb, son of 
Lord Rochester, replaced Griffiths, 
and Bacchus was shortly taken off 
an u unerringly huge skier by 
Tindall, a 20-year-old former cap¬ 
tain of Harrow, ar mid-wicket. 1 
do not imagine that so fashion¬ 
able—or unfashionable—a dismis¬ 
sal is all that common these days. 

KaTUcbairan was nicely picked 
up at slip off WiUey, but Lloyd, 
shambling in as if not anxious to 
exert himself, was soon humming 
along, almost entirely through 


sweeps and cuts to die boundary. 
Richards, having hit 20 fours and 
one six. was well caught and 
bowled by Tindall, wbo had soon 
dropped on a length with his left- 
arm spinners. Murray was caught 
ac cover by Tindall in Lamb’s next 
over and Parry was leg-before to 
Lamb before be could even bave 
taken in tbe pleasantness of his 
surroundings, with partners run¬ 
ning short, Upyd now opened out, 
hitting high and straight at any- 
tiring within reach. 

The moustachioed, bespectacled 
and floppy straw-haired Tindall, 
who was having a thoroughly good 
afternoon—he had never taken a 
wicket in'first-class cricket before 
yesterday—now had Marshall 
caught at slip, and tbe 3Vest 
Indians were 306 for seven. Uoyd 
reached his hundred in 165 
minutes. 20 minutes quicker than 
Richards, having proceeded there 
by way of 34 fours and two sixes. 
He looked to be feeling much the 
better for it.

England’s expensive expedient

Mike England, the new Welsh 
manager, had predicted a 2—1 
victcrv but admitted that he had 
seen his listeners glancing at each 
other with knowing scepticism. In 
the event he knew something 
about this equally new Welsh side 
whose unswerving concentration, 
panhshed England's careless defen¬ 
sive play, restricted their initiative 
in midfield and mastered their 
meek attack. They had not suc¬ 
ceeded so comprenensvelv for 25 
vears and the tasre should give 
them an appetite for their forth¬ 
coming World Cup match against 
Iceland. . . 

England made six changes from 
the team who beat Argentina the 


previous Tuesday. It was not Mr 
Greenwood's desire to carry out 
such a fundamental upheaval. 
Injuries and withdrawals 
accounted for most of the alter¬ 
ations, but not at tbe centre of 
the defence where Lloyd was 
supposed to show bis readiness to 
take over from Watson in the 
event of some future emergency. 
Bis performance was such that, it 
would not bave surprised a total 
stranger to hear that his last inter¬ 
national appearance was eight 
vears before. Being part of a coo- 
tidenr Not tin gha m Forest team in 
Europe and assisting a makeshift 
England proved vastly different. 
In the end an ankle injury forced 
him to retire from the match but 
he will be available for Forest’s 
European Cup finsd later in the 
montb. 

Wales justified their margin of 
victory. They suffered an early 
blow ‘ when Mariner finished a 
promising movement, begun by 
Brooting's corner and strongly 
relayed by Cherrv, who turned 
the ball into the goalmouth.

Ovett said he wanted the 
organizer? of Wednesday’s meet¬ 
ing to switch him from the 800 
metres io the Bannister Mile. 

Ovett has returned from the 
United States and Jamaica looking 
almost too trim and fast for this 
early stage in tbe season. Yester¬ 
day, on a warm, nearly perfect 
afternoon, he allowed himself tbe 
unusual luxury of letting Peter 
Lewis, of Wales, lead until they 
were coming of fthe final bend 
and then he coasted by In a 
modest time of lmin 49.17sec. 
Despite his challenge to Coe. Ovett 
soon found himself upstaged in a 
meeting that saw three British re¬ 
cords and the second longest 
javelin throw of all time by the 
new world record holder, Ference 
Paragt, of Hungary, who was a 
threat to passing cars and low fly¬ 
ing aircraft. 

The threat that Geoff Capes 
made to his own Britisb record in 
rhe sbot was seen from the begin¬ 
ning of a remarkable series. His 
winning distance was 21.68 metres 
compared with his previous best, 
the previous record of 21.55 
metres, and the third best in tbe 
world this year. There was such 
his “ worst ” put .his first, was 
20.57 metres.

Carlos Reutemann feather- 
rooted his Saudi a Leyland team’s 
Wiltiams-Ford to an overwhelm¬ 
ing victory In the Monaco Grand 
Prix today on a circuit which in 
the closing laps was converted into 
a skating rink by a rain shower.

For the first 24 laps he had been 
running third, .behind bis team 
colleague, Alan Jones, while 
Didier Pirotii, who had suited 
from pole position, led the field 
In bis Ligicr-Ford- Jones was 
keepin gin close contact with the 
leader, tbe gaps varying from a 
few feet to rather more than a 
second on different parts of the 
course, while Reutemann settled 
back to hold off the challenge of 
Laffite. Then Jones encountered 
a transmission problem and drove 
slowly back ro he pis, leaving 
Reuemann o ake up he chase.

Hagler moves a step nearer 
world championship bout 


Las Vegas. May 18.—Marvin 
Hagler, of the United States, is 
more firmly than ever in line for 
a crack at tbe World Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation middleweight title now 
held by Alan ftfimer, of Britain. 
Hagler enhanced his status as a 
deserving contender with a 
unanimous points decision over 
Marcos Gereido, of Mexico, In a 
10 round bout yesterday at 
Caesars Palace. 

He could meet ether Minter or 
the No 2 contender, Vito 
Antuofermo, of the United.Sates, 
In September. Minter and 
Antuofermo are scheduled for a 
rematch in London next month. 
Minter took the tide from the 
American here earlier this year. 
The promoter. Bob Arum, 6aid 
today that Hagler would definitely 
be meeting the winner of tbe 
Minter-An tuofenna title bout. 

The American swept the first 
five rounds, peppering Geraldo’s 
face whh right jabs and landing 
left leads. He switched to an ortho¬ 


dox style in the sixth and seventh 
rounds but did not score as 
effectively. Hagler reverted to his 
southpaw stance in tbe eighth 
and began pummefflng Gera Ido 
once more. He buckled Gera]do’s 
knees early in tbe tenth and had 
the Mexican holding on to the 
ropes with one band, bur could 
not finis h hem off, despite 
hammering his head with right- 
left contbrnadoos until the final 
bell. 

One judge bad Hagler winning 
by four points, another by three, 
and the third by two. It was 
Hauler's twenty-fourth successive 
bout without defeat dating back 
more than four years' and only 
tbe fourth occasion in that time 
that he bad been forced to go the 
distance. It was his third pre-title 
warm-up bout this year. The 
others ended in second-round 
knockouts, giving him 40 for his 
career. Hagler received S80.000 
for the bout, Gcnddo $25,000.— 
Reuter. 


Title challenger disqualified 


Leon, Spain, May 38.—Roberto 
Castanon, of Spain, retained his 
European featherweight boxing 
title here today when his Italian 
challenger, Salvatore MeUuzo, 
was disqualified for butting. 

Castanon, defending his title 
for the eighth time since he won 
it in 1977, was dearly winning on 
points when tbe controversial 
decision came. Mclluzn was given 
n first wanting by the referee for 
butting in the second round. With 
his left eye half dosed since the 
third ronnd, he received another 


warning during a hard-fought 
fourth round. 

Both men landed hard punches 
but Castanon kept tbe upper hand 
and MeUuzo fell in the seventh 
round and was saved from a 
knockout by the bell. The Italian 
received a third warning for but¬ 
ting Castanon on the nose in the 
ninth round and was disqualified, 
despite protests From his corner. 

This was Casta non's thirty- 
seventh victory out of 38 bouts. 
He was defeated a year ago by 
the world champion, Danny Lopez, 
of the United States.—Renter.

Nureyev’s Derby participation out 
of the question, Boutin admits

“ Horses are like wine: some¬ 
times you have a bad crop.” So 
said a leading French trainer at 
Longchamp today as we discussed 
the season's three-year-olds in 
general before tbe sport began. 
And after the Prix Lupin bad 
been won by Belglo, a 16-1 out¬ 
sider, has words had a prophetic 
ring about chem. I was left with 
tbe inescapable feeling -that in 
years to come historians will 
damn this lot as a thoroughly bad 
vintage. 

With tbe obvious exception- of 
Nureyev there does not seem to 
be a decent three-year old around 
in France. England or Ireland for 
that matter. Sadly fate has de¬ 
creed that we will be denied see¬ 
ing Nureyev in action again for 
some while. Looking understand¬ 
ably crestfallen, . Nureyev’s train¬ 
er, Francois Boutin, is now re¬ 
signed to the fact that he will 
not have him right again in time 
for the Derby. “ To go to 
Epsom with a favourite’s chance.' 
you have to be 100 per cent and 
there is no way that that is poss-

ible now ”, was Boutin’s up to 
the minute summary of the situa¬ 
tion this afternoon. 

Today's classic trial, which Is 
the most valuable of its kind in 
Europe, brought no consolation 
to him either in that neither of 
his two runners Nice Havrals and 
Corvaro could finish in the firsr 
four. With Joe Mercer and Lester 
Piggott in the saddle in the ab¬ 
sence of the sable jockey Philippe 
Pacquet, who Is currently serving 
the suspension that the stewards 
at Newmarket imposed upon him 
for his misdemeanours on Nure¬ 
yev, both Nice Havrais and 
Corvaro bad the best possible 
assistance. 

Nice Havrais is clearly not so 
nice. Indeed I would go as far as 
to say that he now has a min d nf 
his own and is best forgotten until 
he mends his ways. Today he did 
not want to go into the stalls, and 
then in the race he cocked ills Jaw 
and seemed to resent what he was 
asked to do. Of the two Corvaro 
did tbe best, but could only 
manage fifth place in a race which 
represented something of - a 
triumph for John Cunningfan, 
junior, who trained not only the 
winner, Bclgio, but also the rtin- 
ner-up Argument. 

The race winch was run in 
record time, not that that should 
give a false impression, as only 
a fraction more than three lengths 
covered the first six - and that 
suggests that the winner should 
never be mentioned in the same 
breath as the likes of Acamas,

Pharly, Youth and Green Dancer, 
some of the recent winners of this 
mammoth prize, not to mention 
the legendary Sea Bird. A week 
earlier Belgio could finish only 
third in the Prix Hoc quart and he 
became a definite runner for 
today's race at tbe last minnte 
when his trainer was convinced 
that he was all right. 

As a pointer to our Derby this 
was a non-event because it shed 
little or no light on what is at 
present a confused picture. 
Neither of the first two will come 
to Epsom, their trainer preferring 
to run both again nearer home ar 
Chantilly in the equivalent French 
classic, the Prix du Jockey Club.

Corner. Also, Barry Hills said 
later chat he was convinced chat 
Saint Jonathon would do better 
when there was more give in the 
ground. Still, Saint Jonathon col¬ 
lected 50,000 france for his pain 
today. 


So with the Derby picture look¬ 
ing more confused than ever the 
rest of this week can only be 
awaited with more eagerness than 
usual. Charles St George who 
owns the new favourite, GiEdstrelU 
—he is now down to 7-1 with 
Hills—was at Longchamp today ro 
monitor things and he could 
scarcely conceal a smile as he 
watched tbe events unfold. 

On Thursday, he will be at 
Kemptou Park to see Gioistrclii 
put to the test in the Predominate 
Stokes which, when it was run at 
its nsual home, Goodwod. last 
year, finally thrust the subsequent 
Derby winner, Troy to the fore¬ 
front. At Windsor, tomorrow even¬ 
ing, there promises to be a merry 
little scrap between three more 
Derby entrants. Super Asset. 
Moomba Masquerade, and Vaguely 
Tender and all for a pittance of 
wbar was on offer at Longchamp 
this afternoon. 

At Newbury on Saturday Kris 
broke yet another course record 
when he won the Tote Lockings 
Stakes. Afterwards, Henry Cecil, 
his trainer, said that in spite of 
the fast time, and tbe fact dial 
Kns bad suffered a kick on a 
knee at the start he did no; feel 
that this was a vintage perform¬ 
ance from his ace toiler. However, 
an examination of the form book 
will show that Kris and Foveros 
ran to within an ounce of their 
form at Haydock Park earlier titis 
month, and that Foveros and Sky- 
liner were also up to scratch 

The principals had to endure a 
lengthy inquiry by the stewards. 
I never cease to be amazed how 
jockeys gee themselves into a 
tangle when there are as few as 
seven runners as there were on 
Saturday, bat I suppose that is 
bound to happen when the stakes 
are as high and no one rrants to 
give an inch away. This time, the 
trouble was caused by the blink¬ 
ered Alert, who hung to his left 
two furlongs from the finish. 

AH this happened at precisely 
the moment- Joe Mercer went for 
a gap between Alert and Hard- 
green on Kris and inevitably he 
became the meat in the sandwich. 
It says something for Kris’s 
strength of character that he was 
not remotely put off.

Schemes to 
keep the 
pot boiling 


Development activity m t&e 
commercial and industrial 
fields remains fairly low key in 
general, but individual smaller 
schemes continue to keep the 
pot boiling adequately, if not 
particularly merrily. One such 
scheme is a new factory devel¬ 
opment due to begin in Ply¬ 
mouth as part of the growth of 
the city’s £as cover industrial 
estate- ' 

PilHngton Industrial Estates, 
the developers, have awarded 
the construction contract to 
Tilbury Construction and it is 
due to be completed in the 
autumn. Designed by the Alec 
French Partnership, the scheme 
provides ■ for 25,550 sq ft of 
space including 2,550 sq ft of 
offices. 

There will he parking space 
for 35 cars aard the site will be 
landscaped. Lerting agents for 


tiie scheme are Ldonde Bros 
. and Parham, through their 
Exeter office, who are oSering 
a -25-year lease at £55,000 a 
year, with five-yeady reviews. 
The site is witirin three miles 
of central Plymouth and within 
e mile of the airport. Existing 
tenants include Texas Instru¬ 
ments, the Wrigley Company 
and A mow Hart (Europe). 

Further east, the Ford Motor 
■Company are to occupy 54.000 
sq ft out of a total of 120,000 sq 
ft of advance units now nearing 
completion on The Tower 
industrial estate, in Tower 
Lane, Eastleigh, Hampshire. 

This new industrial and ware¬ 
house scheme on a site owned 
‘ bv British Rail and previously 
distinguished hy a Victorian 
water tower, is being carried 
out by Phoenix Industrial 
Properties for retention by The 
Lazard Property Unit Trust. 

Apart fom a purpose-built 
30,000 sq ft factory pre-let to 
William R. Selwood (pert of the 
Thomas Tilling Group), other 
units have been let to such 
tenants as Anglian Windows 
and Stephen Wilson Services.

Pa rtners, will comprise six 
terraced factory units varying 
in size from 6,127 sq. ft.up to 
39,626 sq ft, two of which are 
already undo* offer. A rent in 
the region of £3.15 a sq; ft Is 
expected. Letting is .through 
Brian Cooper tuid Company. 
St Qitmtia, and Mills and 
Wood. Completion is due by ’ 
the end of September. 

In west London. Cob den 
have acquired by tender the 
former premises of Telephone 
Rentals on the Han worth 
trading estate, m - Hampton 
Road West, Han wor th . Middle¬ 
sex, and are to carry out a 
joint industrial development 
with Standard Life Pension 
Funds. 

The site of one-acre has an 
existing planning consent and 
demolition of the former build¬ 
ings has been completed. Cob- 
den expect to start construction 
of 22,000 sq ft of new factory 
space during the summer, with, 
units ready for occupation;

The sheer injustice at the heart of the 

battle to beat inflation 


Eric Hefler 


Opponents of the Government’s 

monetary policy have recently 

been making fun of the “ l° n S 
nnd variable lagswhich Pro¬ 
fessor Milton Friedman has 
said exist between changes m 
the rate of money supply 
growth and changes in infla¬ 
tion. They ask “how long?” 
and “how variable?” 

There is a simple reply in 
i he form of a counter-question : 
‘‘Will inflation be higher or 
lower in 19S2 than in 1980?” 
Everv forecasting body in this 
country believes it will be 
lower "and, since no incomes 
policy is in force, the only 
crcplanation must be monetary' 
restraint. Control over the 
money supply will lead to 
lower" inflation. 

But the critics have a point. 
Inflation has risen to levels 
■■rich higher than those indi¬ 
cated by previous money 
'uoplv movements, while in 
the early stages of the policy 
it is output and employment, 
not prices, which are failing- 
The process- of adjustment is 
:ii>-ning out to be particularly 
troublesome. 

Many of the problems arise 
because monetary policy has 
different effects on different 
p.irts of the economy. The 
containment of monetary 
growth in 1979 required very 
i.i^h interest rates and these, 
n conjunction with the 
I-alance-of-payments benefits of 

-rtii Sea oil, led to a large 
-Ecrlin-p appreciation. Since 
-bout half of manufactured 
production is exported, the hn- 
rzet on manufacturing industry 
!i •$ been unwelcome and 
p.-nfound. 

Some evidence is given in the 
r-fcle. It shows that the price 
rf manufactured exports rose 
bv 9.6 per cenr in the year to 
February. 1980. a period in 
- /rich the two principal infla- 
:^r.n yardsticks—the retail and

wholesale price indices—both 
went up by more than 18 per 
cent. 

More significantly still, the 
price of finished manufactured 
exports I which excludes semi¬ 
finished categories, such as 
chemicals, affected by oil 
prices) increased by only 5.4 
per cert. This measure of 
United Kingdom-originated in¬ 
flation has been faffing steadily 
for two years. 

T wo markets _ 

The domestic market and the 
world market are not distinct; 
British and. foreign companies 
can sell the same products in 
either one or the other; and 
both the prices charged in the 
two markets and the rate at 
which they are increased must 
eventually be the same. The 
relationship between wholesale 
prices and manufactured export

prices has, in fact, been very 
close over many years. 

It follows that, if a tough 
monetary policy results in con¬ 
tinued firmness in the exchange 
rare, the domestic inflation 
measures must return to the 
single-figure rates from which 
the external measures have 
scarcely deviated since 197S. 
Moreover, in some industries 
this reasoning has already been 
validated. Anyone who is 
sceptical about monetary policy 
and market forces should try to 
explain the price cuts on 
British Leyland cars and the 
5 to 10 per cent wage award 
accepted by the workers who 
make them. 

But in ail this there is some¬ 
thing inequitable and unjust. 
It is industries vulnerable - to 
fores&o competition which are 
taking the strain of the Govern, 
merit's anti-inflation policy. 
They are mostly in the private 


sector; they are, to adopt the 
fashionable" (if spurious) dis¬ 
tinction, “ productive ” rather 
than ” unproductive and 
they are precisely those areas 
of the economy where the 
spirit of free "enterprise is 
supposed to be nurtured and 
promoted. 

At the same time many 
ecoaont ic activities which cater 
for rbe home market are having 
an easy rime. Banking, which 
uplike any other business bene¬ 
fits from high interest rates, is 
the classic example in the pri¬ 
vate sector. Not surprisingly, 
bank unions are pressing for pay 
increases this year of more than 
20 per cent as they know there 
is a windfall element in the 
clearing banks' massive profits. 

But the industries wirh the 
greatest immunity to high 
interest races and a strong 
pound are those not only domes¬ 
tic market-orientated, but also 


in the public sector. Money 
supply control acts as a disci¬ 
pline on private sector com¬ 
panies because they face risks 
and most maintain a cushion of 
liquidity (in the form of bank 
deposits) as a protection. If 
there is less liquidity in the 
economy, they have more diffi¬ 
culty in" selling their output and 
must be cautious in the wage 
increases they grant. 

By contrast, nationalized 
industries can" never go bank¬ 
rupt while other public sector 
employees—in the civil service 
and local government, for ex¬ 
ample—do oat have to justify 
their pay levels by any com¬ 
mercial criterion. For them the 
fact that the money supply has 
been growing at an annual rare 
of 9 per cent in the last six 
months and the exchange rate 
has appreciated by more than 
10 per cent in the last year is 
quite incidental- Jobs in the 
public sector are not jeopard¬ 
ized by monetary restraint or a 
strong pound. 

In toe private sector, then, 

E rices and pav are determined 
y market forces; they do 
respond, if indirectly and after 
a delay, to monetary policy. In 
the public sector, pay is decided 
by a crude bargaining struggle 
or, when that foils, by arbitra¬ 
tion. To judge from the recent 
reports of- the Clegg Commis¬ 
sion, market considerations play 
only a limited role in the arbi¬ 
tration procedure. 

The catchword 

Despite this sharp antithesis, 
private and public sector pay 
settlements are not agreed in 
isolation from each other. If 
there is a 20 pier cent increase 
for engineers with British Rail 
or the CEGB it is difficult for 
private sector companies em¬ 
ploying engineers on similar 
work not to offer at least 15 per 
cent, even if their profit and 


loss accounts tell them they 
cannot afford five per cent. 
“ Realism ”, which seems to 
have became the catchword for 
recognizing market constraints 
on pay, is harder to accept 
when so many workers are 
insulated from such constraints 
by their public secror status. 

It is natural to ask what 
should be done. One radical, 
and not immediately practic¬ 
able; solution would be whole¬ 
sale denationalization. Although 
the natural monopoly industries 
such as gas and electricity 
would still have to serve only 
rbe borne market, they would 
have to worry about how much 
money they had in the bank. 
For that reason monetary policy 
wooid be more effective and 
quicker-acting in operation and 
also less painful in impact. 

The alternative is a confi¬ 
dence trick on public sector 
workers to persuade them to be 
less greedy. This confidence 
trick is called an “ incomes 
policy ” and, in the final four 
years of the last Labour gov¬ 
ernment, Messrs Callaghan and 
Healey became skilful at its 
techniques. They included 
flattering the self-importance 
of union leaders, putting about 
mendacious inflation forecasts 
and offering a tax cut-pay norm 
“ trade-off ” to bn be the 
British public with its own. 
money. The whole exercise 
came" to an unhappy end in the 
1979 winter of dtscontenL 

How does this relate to Pro¬ 
fessor Friedman and his lags? 
The answer is that the large size 
of the public sector in Britain 
will slow down the adjustment 
of inflation to moderate money 
supply growth and increase the 
private sector’s anguish during 
the process. Professor Clegg 
has made sure, not of course by 
d es ign, tiiat Professor Fried¬ 
man’s lags will be longer and 

more untrustworthy than they 
otherwise would have been. 


Why the local election system makes 
us appear more divided 


How representative is local 
-overnraent m Britain today? 
Or. May 1 voters went to the 
-folia » local elections in the 36 
metropolitan districts, in nearly 
a third of the non-metropolian 
districts and in the 53 Scottish 
districts. The results of these 
elections have been scrutinized 
for what they can tell us about 
the popularity of Mrs 
Thatcher’s government after a 
■ ear in office : but it is at least 
r-s important to ask whether the 
newly elected authorities 
rrcufately reflect voters’ 
;v:shes. 

There is in fact a dearer case 
Tir requiring local authorities 
to be representative than for 
asking to reform the electoral 
S/.srem ar national level. For in 
rztiona] elections distortions in 
representation are accepted by 
'ime as part of the price that 
has to be paid for “strong” 
l-jvernwient, defined as a 
pircrnment with an absolute 
ritjnrity of seats in the 
Cnmmons: whereas in local 
yivermnent, there is no Cabinet 
r ystem or separate executive, 
bur it is the council as a whole 
which is constitutionally sup¬ 
posed to make the key 
decisions, even though deJe- 
gating much nf its work to 
committees. Yet local govern¬ 
ment. whose constitutional 
ffructure seems to invite co- 
oner ation. suffers _ even more 
from the de-stabiliziog effects 
rf the electoral system than 
does Westminster. 

Clean sweep _ 

Three main types of distor¬ 
tion can be found in local 
elections conducted by the first- 
rast-tbe-post system. The first is 
the clean sweep whereby one 
rarty gains almost all the seats 
rn a council without its vote 
c pproadiing anywhere near 100 
rcr cent. 


Broadly, the electoral system benefits the Conservatives 
in rural areas and Labour in the cities. It 
thus exaggerates, instead of mitigating, social 
and geographical divisions in Britain * 


In Barnsley, for instance. 
Labour this year won 20 of the 
22 vacant seats, although sup¬ 
ported by just over three in 
five of the voters; and, the 
turnout being well under a half 
of the eligible voters. Labour’s 
clean sweep was accomplished 
by no more than 22 per cent of 
the eligible electorate. 

Where, as in Barnsley, elec¬ 
tions are staggered with only 
one-third of the council up for 
election each year, a dispropor¬ 
tionate result one year may be 
counterbalanced by a dispropor¬ 
tionate one in the opposite 
direction the year after. In 
Eastwood in Strathclyde region, 
however, the whole council was 
chosen in one election, and the 
result was as follows :

Slightly under half of the 
voters elected 10 of the 12 
councillors, while 28.4 per cent 
of the voters were entirely 
unrepresented by candidates of 
their choice. 

Similarly in the county coun¬ 
cil elections in Oxfordshire in 
1977, the opposition was almost 


totally deprived of representa¬ 
tion. The Conservatives man¬ 
aged to secure 57 of the 63 
contested seats on Jess than 
60 per cent of the vote; 
Labour with one quarter 
of the vote secured only 
three seats. In Gloucestershire 
in 1977, the Conservatives with 
47 per cent of the vote won 35 
of the 50 contested seats, while 
Labour with 17$ per cent of the 
vote had to be contented with 
only two. 

Flagrant example 

The second type of distortion 
is gross under-represen tation of 
third parties, as illustrated by 
the example oE Eastwood above. 
But the most fla{*rant example 
this year was in Stockport, 
where the Liberals with 23 per 
cent of the vote secured only 
one out m of 23 seats, while 
Labour with 31 per cent of the 
vote cook 10 seats. 

An example neatly combining 
both types of distortion—tbe 
clean sweep, and under-repre- 
seoatdon of third parties—is 
Glasgow, where the result was 
as follows:

In 1978 there were no less 
than 10 of the 36 metropolitan 
districts, including Birmingham, 
Liverpool and Sunderland, 
where she winner, in terms of 
votes was che loser m terms of 
seats. 

It is clear, then, that the first- 
past-the-post system cannot 
offer electors any assurance 
that their opinions will be 
reflected in the composition of 
their local council This might 
not perhaps be of too much 
coosequevcq if it led to good 
government at local level. In 
fact all too often the result is 
bad and unresponsive govern¬ 
ment ; and indeed many of the 
inadequacies of local govern¬ 
ment can be traced back to the 
method by which councillors 
are elected. 

Where the clean sweep is 
Operating, and a local council 
comes to be entirely dominated 
by one parry, it is easy for that 


party to assume an arrogant 
attitude towards ns rivals, and 
to prevent then from playing 
any part in the council’s policy¬ 
making procedures. In South¬ 
wark, for ■ example, where 
Labour secured 56 out of 64 
seats on 58- per cent of the 
vote in 1978, the council 
planned last year a new set of 
council buildings costing tiriri- 
ally £70 million. Xbe Conserva¬ 
tives, although representing 36 
per cent of the voters, were un¬ 
represented on the committee 
which discussed these plans, 
and those m the majority party 
who protested wo'e threatened 
with withdrawal of the whip, 
and, as a last resort, expulsion 
from the party. _ Such attitudes 
are hardly possible in a local 
authority where a healthy oppo¬ 
sition is strongly represented 
on key committees. 

Particu lar risk _ 

Moreover, it is tbe clean 
sweep which makes corruption 
possible. Tbe Salmon Commit¬ 
tee on Standards of Conduct in 
Public Life noticed that . 

“The local authorities most 

vulnerable ro corruption have 

tended to be those in which 


on« political party has un¬ 
challenged dominance. Not 
only are such authorities at 
particular risk because of 
absence of an effective oppo¬ 
sition which can scrutinize 
their decisions, but investiga¬ 
tions and the making of com¬ 
plaints in such areas may also 
be inhibited by rbe feeling 
that there is no way round 
the party machine." 

Broadly, the electoral system 
benefits the Conservatives in 
rural areas and Labour in the 
cities. Ic thus exaggerates, in¬ 
stead of nvitigating, social and 
geographical divisions in 
Britain. It makes Britain ap¬ 
pear a more divided country 
than ic fact it is, because it 
deprives the Labour minority 
in rural areas and the Conser¬ 
vative minority in the cities of 
an effective political voice. 

Moreover the electoral system 
stands in the way of effective 
cooperation between central 
government and local authori¬ 
ties by exaggerating the swing 
against rhe government of the 
day. It becomes more difficult 
for the Conservatives to carry 
our their declared policy of re 
trenchment in public spending; 
while Labour when in office 
similarly finds its social policies 
frustrated by Conservative coun¬ 
cils. 

Yet without cooperation and 
compromise between the centre 
and localities, how can there be 
genuine progress in areas such 
as education, housing and the 
sodai services ? No good demo¬ 
crat could object to central/ 
local confrontation if it corre¬ 
sponded with the voters’ wishes, 
but there is no dear evidence 
that It-does. Should the elec¬ 
torate not be allowed, through 
referendum, to decide bow it 
wishes its local council to be 
chosen ?

Getting ready .' ’ 
for some 
real action 


The calling of the TUC’s day 
of action produced a remark¬ 
able mixture of hysteria and 
derision from Government 
ministers, Tory MPs and the 
media. Some argued that it was 
the prelude to the end of demo¬ 
cracy in Britain, while others 
thought ridiculous and of no 
account. 

What it turned out to be, as 
trade union leaders had hoped, 
was a day of protest, involving 
vital sections of workers, which 
certainly cannot be brushed 
aside as being of no conse¬ 
quence. 

It has been said that millions 
of trade unionists went to work. 
Bur ic can equally be pointed 
out that many thousands of 
miners, dockers and railway 
workers stayed at home, and 
tbe Government should take 
beed of that. 

Looking back into Labour his¬ 
tory, it seems to me that a 
parallel to the TUC’s day of 
action was the Chartists’ de¬ 
monstration ar Ketunogroo 
Common in London in the 
1840s. At that time also, the 
Establishment conjured up a 
picture of revolution, when all 
chat the Chartists did was to 
organize petitions calling for 
tbe right of working people 

co vote. 

At no time have the TUC 
attacked British democratic in¬ 
stitutions. As The Guardian 
said last Wednesday, rhe TUC 
is not a red dragon. In fact, 
they are a group of very consti¬ 
tutionally minded people who 
have never called political 
strikes, as is tbe accepted norm 
in France and Italy. 

Despite Lord Hails hams 
statement in the Lords last 
Wednesday, and before the Gov¬ 
ernment get too smug about the 
situation, they should consider 
a number of very relevant facts. 
The British people do basically 
believe in the ballot box as the 
way to settle political issues. 
They do show their discontent 
with governments during 
periods between general elec¬ 
tions, in by-elections and local 
elections, and recently they 
have shown their hostility to 
the Government in both. 

At Southend, in what was a

For 
example, if one is working, one 
does not suffer too much unless 
in a very towpoid job, but if 
unemployed, one really feels 
the fuiH brunt of Government 
policy. Thus we have a recipe 
for duririnn between the 
employed and unemployed, 
recajplissg vivid memories of the 
J930s. Jt is also dear that the 
impact of Government cuts has 
not yet been hriiy frit and only 
a few group* of people are at 
the moment affected. 

The present high ■ level of 
unempfawmear must inevitably 
colour rite views of those in 
empiloyzaeni who have a real 
fear of unemployment, and cbe 
truth has always been char 
(working people, through their 
trade unions, fight much better 
to improve wages and condi¬ 
tions during a period of fuH 
employment. It is only out of 
sheer desperation that they ecu 
during times of abject poverty, 
and they are not in tfoar satua- 
tion today.

DIARY OF AN INEXACT OPERATION 


The young doctor, not long re- 
Tvrned from a year at St 
Thomas's in London, sat on the 
end of toy bed and explained : 
“ Jn America we take a rather 
. . . er . . . more formal 
.-paraach than in England. Fd 
j-.-st like you to read this and 
rLn it.” 

Ic was a document giving 
psrmission for the removal of 
what it called a “back mass”, 
jt lump, technically known as a 
lipoma. I also " signed the 
object away to whatever scien¬ 
tific use the hospital wished to 
put it (the first lump 
transplant?). 

Only one passage in the docu- 
. meat really troubled me. “ l 
understand,” it read, “that 
medicine is an inexact science.” 

Now intellectually I do 
understand that. However. 12 
hours before an operation, 
however minor, -was not, I feel, 
the best time to remind me. 
Wh at if they removed a car¬ 
tilage by mistake ? 

Lee me start at the beginning. 
For some years I have had on 
my back this lump, scarcely 
larger than an apricot, roughly 
between any sfctsskter blades. 

It was entirety painless and 
r would not bave known it -was 
{ jjere had my wife not noticed 
it and urged me ro get some- 
fisfl) Tout at it. That was when 
uc lived in T.-^rdin so I went 


to my local surgery, taking the 


The doctor was on holiday 
and his stand-in was a Scots¬ 
man so skittish that I would 
have suspected him of being 
drunk were it not that it was 
only nine in the morning, (A 
few days earlier the same 
medic, confronted wrtft our six- 
year-old son with earache, ‘ 
suggested we put him to bed 
for the weekend.) 

“ Och ”, he said when I 
showed him rhe lump. “ Prob¬ 
ably just some farty tissue. If 
it doesn’t hurt don’t worry 
about it. Ir may go away.” 
Though f seldom dare say rr ha 
this medically sophisticated 
environment, that is the style 

of doctoring of which essen¬ 
tially I approve. 

I went sway—to New York— 
bur the lump did not. Although 
it remained painless my wife 
reported that it was very slowly 
growing. Responding to her 
concern, and defying a heavy 
rainstorm and tiie New York 
transport strike, I made my 
way to the surgery of a high- 
class doctor on Park Avenue 
who had been recommended by 
a colleague. 

You could tell be was 
Fashionable because all his 
patients, apart from me, were 
not only in an advanced state 
of preservarirn but also per¬ 


sonally acquainted with one 
another. They 'held group con¬ 
sultations among themselves 
and with the doctor until, only 
about an hour after the time 
of the appointment, I was 
admitted to the presence. 

Barely had I removed my 
shirt to bare the proturberance 
when he said: “Ir will have to 
come out **. [ told him of my 
experience with the Scottish 

physician, which inspired him 
to some philosophical musing, 

“ We in America ”, he ex¬ 
plained, “ have a rather differ¬ 
ent attitude to medicine than 
you in England ”. A thinly 
veiled critique of the National 
HeaJ th Service, h is remark* 
meant that, on this side of 
the Atlantic, prevention was 
thought preferable to cure. 

I dressed and. he took me lo 
his secretary’s office, where 
together they ran through -h-is 
list of surgeons. “ He wouldn't 
do it_. . . no hot him . . .

Next morning the admissions

After ] sat for a while in a 
waiting room my insurance card 
was examined and I was asked 
for a third- time about the tele¬ 
phone. Having cleared that 
initial bur die l was passed 
gradually from one waiting 
room to another, moving closer 
to the core of the facility, 
where I was to be given an 
electro-cardiograph test and a 
chest X-ray. I noticed that all 
sections of the hospital rlvougb 
which I passed were named 
after a wealthy benefactor. 

It went smoothly except for 
a small problem with the X-ray, 
where I had to gu back for a 
second try. * You are bigger 
than tile film’’, tbe radiologist 
explain ed.

At present the Chinese still 
see the main threat to their 
security as coming from the 
Soviet Union. The suspicion .is 
mutual. To some extent the 
Soviet Union has grown 
accustomed to living next door 
to a difficult neighbour who. 
while vastly inferior in terms of 
military. power, has for a time 
had a certain limited capacity to 
inflict unacceptable damage upon 
Soviet urban areas and industrial 
complexes. To that extent the 
Chinese development of an 
ICBM, seems of more signifi¬ 
cance to Western powers which 
until now have been outside the 
limits of Chinese crackers! But 
the Soviet Union's chronic ner¬ 
vousness about China can 
scarcely be lessened by the new 
development, which may beln to 
explain their concern about 
deteriorating relations with the 
West. 

China remains outside the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
and the floundering negotiations 
over a Comprehensive Test Ban 
Treaty. It was not so long ago 
that the United States was con¬ 
cerned by the future threat from 
long-range Chinese missiles. Over 
the past few years Western ob¬ 
servers have been comforted by 
the wav in which China has 
diverted some of the military 
attention of the Soviet Union. In 
future, however, leaders ill 
Washington and Western Europe 
will have to regard the Chinese 
as a more significant influence 
upon the distribution of power.

bureaucracy. Even so, the Bill 
as it stands has substantial weak¬ 
nesses. There is the risk of the 
exploitation of tenants, many of 
whom will inevirablv be confused 
about their rights. What matters 
still more is that reservations 
are so widely felt that the 
scheme has little chance of sur¬ 
vival under a Labour Govern¬ 
ment. So long as there is not 
this basic bipartisan agreement 
landlords are being denied the 
first and most crucial incentive: 
the.assurance that the conditions 
on which thev let their Droperty 
will not be suddenly and 
radically changed by a future 
government. ■

commitment to abolish the House 
of Lords in such a manner that ix 
could never again be put together 
in its present form.

If fhar should ever happen vre 
may doubtless be able to rely oh 
Mr Powell to fight the good fight. 
Bur will Michael Foot be standing 
with him on the bridge, as he did 
rather more than 10 years ago 
against the Labour government? We 
may wonder. The next majority 
Labour government will increasingly 
want to use enabling Bills to shackle 
arbitrary law on the country; and 
Mr Powell will be as helpless to 
turn back the tide as he was when 
Sir Geoffrey Howe drafted an in¬ 
genious 11-clause enabling Bill to 
carry the United Kingdom into the 
European Community, so that 15 
years of coanmunky legislation had 
to be swallowed by the United 
Kingdom at one gulp. 

Heaven knows, there will be no 
easy answer to the question of 
Lords reform, or to the electoral 
question of when ro introduce pro¬ 
posals fo.r reform. But the Tory 
starting point should ha that West¬ 
minster and the people need two 
Chambers, that there is a growing 
threat tn remove the second Cham¬ 
ber, and that the House of Lords 
as nnw constituted cannot be 
popularly defended.

Hindu and Sikh, with 
I readings from their sacred writings 

and prayers offered by them, the 
congregation makes the following 
Affirmations: 

First. “ We affirm our common faith 
in the Eternal Being, the Creator 
of all things, beyond and within all 

things.” 

Second. “ We affirm our common 

faith chat the lives of-all men are 
in the hand of God, and that He is 
wherever men are.” 

Third. “ We affirm our common 
faith in the need to assert the 
supremacy of love in a-11 human 
retationsh’ips." 

Fourth. “ We affirm our common 
faith io tbe brotherhood of man and 
our concern tn express it io service 
and sacrifice for the common weal.” 

For those taking part rhese 
affirmations are the rerv essence of 
their religious faith, whatever may 
be rfie particular path thev follow, 
and the service is a unioue form 
of joint dedication. Those fortunate 
enough to obtain tickets for it. 
though, must greatly regret that rhe 
experience is not shared with _ all 
who might he reached by television, 
and T wonder if this might not be 
possible in future years. In tbe con¬ 
text of recent events this might help 
tn undo some of the harm done by 
the insistence of television authori¬ 
ties on their rights in a free society. 

Other opportunities not neces¬ 
sarily associated with the promotion 
of the Commonwealth ideal are open 
to those who believe in tbe funda¬ 
mental importance of this approach 
for the achievement of world peace. 
For example, durine the coming 
Whitsun weekend, rhe St Albans 
Congress of Faith is to be held at 
St Albans Cathedral and School, at 
which messages will be read from 
The Archbishop of Canterbury and 
The Dalai Lama, and other retfeious 
leaders will be sneaking. Members 
oF rhe Coneress are to be invited 
"ro help A Brotherhood of Faith by 
forming local groups in their own 
areas with the purpose of inter¬ 
faith dialogue and praver and under¬ 
standing among all peoples ”.

If this is the response 
of a decidedly non-violent republi¬ 
can, how much more extreme would 
the terrorisms' reaction be ! 

Furthermore, let us not forget 
that the 30 per cent plus of the 
population of tbe whole of Ireland 
who wish to remain linked with the 
Urrrred Kingdom, according to every 
public opinion poll, are already con¬ 
fined to only 17 per cent of the 
island's territory- Re-partition on 
the terms suggested would lead to 
an even greater imbalance. 

But if a large-scale re-drawing of 
rhe border would be contrary to 
both sense and justice, can a minor 
adjustment be totally ruled out. 
Mr O’Neill sooke of die “justice 
of ceding Crossraaglen ” where, 
uniquely in Ulster, yirrually the 
whole population subscribes to a 
fervent republicanism. No transfer 
of population -would be needed if 
rhese few square miles were ceded. 
This part of the south Armagh 
salient is not easv tn defend ; not 
many of its inhabitants want to be 
defended, and far roo manv of the 
security forces have died trying 10 
do so..

Future of British medical training 


From Professor D. M. Mmhexos and 
Mr G. Westhury 

Sir, Professor Crisp, Dean of rhe 
Faculty of Medicine of the Univer¬ 
sity of London (also Professor of 
Psychiatry at St George's Hospital 
Medical School), in his attempt to 
defend farticle. May 9) the widely 
criticized Flowers report, merely 
repeats its original assertions. 

None of these assertions Is sup¬ 
ported by tangible evidence. The 
patient population in London is not 
falling, as is amply demonstrated 
by the packed state of the inner 
city hospitals. Tbe downward trend 
in “ redden: * population, which we 
assume Professor Crisp means, has 
itself plateaued and in some dis¬ 
tricts has begun to rise. 

What does be mean when he 
writes that London has fallen 
behind the provincial schools in 
academic development? Academic 

performance in London is excellent 
in both teaching and research. Emi¬ 
nent academics from the world over, 
still' choose to come to London in 
undiminished numbers, many . for 
their sabbatical year. It is true that 
some schools lack officially recog¬ 
nized academic departments in some 
subjects bur such subjects (in our 
case an example would be oncology 
—the study of rumours and cancer) 
may be taugbr very well by expert 
members of the “ non-academic" 
staff of the hospital. 

There is no relationship between 
tlie size of a department and the 
quality of ins research. In die last 
decade three of die smallest de¬ 
partments in this school alone have 
produced major internationally 
recognized advances in medical 
science, resulting in international 
prizes and plenary lectures at major 
srientific meetings, and the head of 
one such -department is a Fellow 
of the Royal Society. One of these 
small departments has obtained 
roughly £200,000 m research grants 


Berber language 

From Dr Mohamed Ben-Madam 
Sir, I refer ro tbe interesting article 
on the Berber question in Algeria, 
which you published on Mav 2, and 
would like to suggest that there are 
at least three basic ambiguities in it 
which may have misled your 
readers. 

The first relates to tbe question 
of the nature of Berber languages. 
There are in fact at least seven 
major Berber languages still in use 
in North Africa, which are not neces¬ 
sarily; mutually intelligible. In 
addition, tbe limited vocabulary to 
which your correspondent refers is 
not the consequence of linguistic 
poverty as he suggests. Berber lan¬ 
guages, having been subjected for 
centuries to confrontation with 
Arabic, have necessarily taken over 
many loan words. Incidentally, the 
reverse is true as well as collo¬ 
quial Arabic in North Africa Is 
heavily dependent on words of 
Berber origin. 

In the second place, it Is Incor¬ 
rect to imply that “ Berber ” and 
"Arab” in North African contexts 
represent different ethnic groups. 
In fact, the vast majority of North 
Africans are fundamentally ethnic 
Berbers in origin, despite the inter¬ 
marriage that has undoubtedly 
taken place over the centuries. 
However, many of them—the 
majority—now speak Arabic, 
rather than one of the Berber lan¬ 
guages. The reasons are manifold 
and, in the case of Algeria, at least, 
often represent a conscious rejec¬ 
tion of French attempts to assimi¬ 
late Berber-speakers, as against the 
colonial policy of impeding the use 
of Arabic. Basically, the populations 
of North Africa suffer from 
linguistic, rather than ethnic, 
distinctions. 

_ A third point concerns the recent 
disturbances in Algeria. These 
related nor just to the fact that 
Berber languages arid culture have 
been repressed for years, but more

pendent on the petroleum industry 
for its information. In die same way 
in the past, the various governments 
asked to licence thalidomide were 
largely dependent on the manufac¬ 
turers for their information. 

Up until now, it has always been

Overcrowd^ o£ prisons 
From Mr T. M. S. TosswiU 
Sir, On May 10 you reported the 
decision -of the Queen's Bench Divi¬ 
sional Court (Regina i* Nottingham 
Justices, Ex parte Davies) that magi¬ 
strates need not hear bail applica¬ 
tions in cases where earlier amaH- 
cations have been refused, unless 
there has been a change in circum¬ 
stances. The court said that the 
appropriate remedy was to apply for 
bail to a High Court judge. 

•Unfortunately, legal aid does not 
extend to such appeals, in which 
the chances of success are much 
greater for the appellant who has 
full legal representation. Therefore 
unconvicted prisoners who cannot 
afford, private representation will 
sometimes be without an effective 
remedy, and the result will prob¬ 
ably be an -increase in their 
numbers.

from external sources in the past 
decade. 

The professional scientist is not 
so foolish as to duplicate work 
going on next door, as Prcrfessor 
Crisp suggests. Centralization of 
many small units into a few un¬ 
wieldy megaliths may well reduce 
the essential flexibility to which 
Professor Crisp pays lip service. 
Recognizing the dangers of large 
schools, why does he advocate 
diem? The size of school recom¬ 
mended by Flowers much exceeds 
anything so far in existence in the 
United Kingdom. The average yearly 
intake of medical schools in the 
United States is in fact no more 
than 133 (ours is 100). Tn this con¬ 
nexion we should add that our 
school is nor one of those saddled 
with an annua] deficit. 

We are surprised that Professor 
Crisp's arguments lack the objec¬ 
tivity which should be expected of 

the occupant of a university chair. 
He asks how tbe excellence of Lon¬ 
don medical reaching can be pre¬ 
served. Surely not bv measures 
including the destruction of this 
school, which the Vice-Chancellor 
concedes has achieved the best pass 
rate in the finaQ qualifying examina¬ 
tion in London consistently over the 
past 10 years, is relatively inexpen¬ 
sive to run, and is internationally 
known for research fn many areas, 
including cancer research, research 
nn blood proteins and disorders of 
protein absorption. 

The university should hesitate and 
think carefully before making the 
dangerous and irreversible changes 
proposed by Lord Flowers and his 
committee.

Fundamentally, to the lack of free¬ 
dom of expression, borh political 
and cultural. In some respects, as 
your correspondent rightly points 
out. the basic fear is a loss of a 
cultural heritage through the adop¬ 
tion of an alien language-modem 
literary Arabic. This was the reason 
why the demonstrators demanded 
recognition of N popular culture ”, 
an authentic Algerian culture, ex¬ 
pressed both in colloquial Arabic 
and in Berber —h cultural homo¬ 
geneity which involves linguistic 
diversity. 

There are many minor points 
that might well bear comment, but 
the above matters are of consider¬ 
able importance, particularly in 
view of the Algerian government’s 
recent concession, whereby Kabyle 
Berber will now figure in university 
syllabuses and in radio pro¬ 
grammes. It is vital that this 
concession (made after rhe disturb¬ 
ances and after 21 people had been 
sent to prison for .periods ranging 
from one to eight years for their 
involvement) should not be allowed 
to cloud die central issue—that 
popular modes of expression, be 
they in colloquial Arabic or in one 
of rhe Berber languages, should 
be accorded an official place within 
Algerian cultural life, rather than 
be swamped by literary Arabic and 
the predominantly Middle Eastern 
culture that it implies. 

. Allied to this, there are of course 
questions of political freedom of 
expression, but here the present 
government of President Chadli 
Benjedid has shown itself much 
more responsive than its predeces¬ 
sor. It is to be hoped that the 
cautious liberalization undertaken 
so far is a promise of much more 
to come.

under the Control of Pollution Act,

that the Act shall not derogate 
from the public’s civil rights (as 
was also made clear in parliamen¬ 
tary debate at the time of the pass¬ 
ing of the Act, with regard to the 
rights of even riparian landowners). 

The judges argued that any in¬ 
junction that they mighr grant if 
we won, would have had the effect 
of lowering the maximum lead level 
permitted by Pariiament But this 
was only an argument for striking 
out the claim for an injunction and 
not the claim for damages; and in 
any case it'would in fact have been 
possible ro grant a more limited 
injunction, such as a requirement 
for lowlead petrol in the cities (as 
in Russia where only cities have 
lead-free petrol). 

Tbe judgment of the court means 
that manufacturers or distributors 
of a poisonous substance, whether 
lead additives, thalidomide or some 
future wonder drug, are protected 
from legal action if licensed by 
Parliament and if. ironically, they 
can manage to distribute the 
poison widely enough ; and that Par¬ 
liament: with many thousands of 
such potentially dangerous sub¬ 
stances to oversee, is expected to 
know as much about each such 
substance as the particular 
manufacturers.

2. The inquiry into the proposed 
development at Stansted as the third 
London airport in May, 1967, found 
that “It would be a calamity for 
tl?e neighbourhood if a major air¬ 
port were placed at 5tansted and 
that there were strong arguments 
against Stansted on grounds (inter 
alia) of: Town and Country 
Planning, noise, change of character 
of the neighbourhood, and substan¬

3. As a result of the 1967 report, a 
further inquiry (die Roskill Com¬ 
mission) was held in 1971 and again 
Stansted was rejected. 

4. Having been twice rejected in the 
last two decades, it would be an 
abdication of narural justice if 
Stansted were again considered and 
a surrender of government by Par¬ 
liament if a department were able 
to override and ignore tbe findings 
of two independent inquiries. 

Why should the citizens of Essex 
and Hertfordshire, wWo have fought

Dormant issues that could be stirred up by a papal visit

A visit to London by Pope 
John Paid H seems iikejv some 

time in tiie next two years. Ail 
the indications are that the 
British Government, the Queen 
and the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury would be very happy to

The Queen's formal call on 
him in Vatican City in die 
course of her Italian state visit 
this autumn would be the 
obvious occasion for an official 
invitation to be issued and 
accepted, which means that all 
the preparatory steps behind 
the scenes would bv then have 
been completed. 

Not everyone will rake it for 
granted that such a papal visit 
raises no difficulties, and not 
everyone wiiib a question in 
mind is necessarily an ultra- 
Protestant fanatic. Ten years 
ago, or perhaps only five, a 
Pope in London -would have

reasons that are more psycho¬ 
logical than constitutional, 
although regarded as the lat¬ 
ter. 

It is for psychological rather 
rhan constitutional reasons that 
the British Government has 
not yet found it possible to 
redress the discourtesy of its 
one-sided diplomatic relation¬ 
ship with the Vatican, refusing 
to accept an accredited ambas¬ 
sador from that very friendly 
state while allowing all sorts of 
opponents and enemies to 
maintain their embassies in 
London. 

ft is not primarily for consti¬ 
tutional reasons, either, that 
the law remains in force which 
prevents tbe British sovereign 
from being, or being married 
to a Roman Catholic, for the 
law could be quickly amended 
if Parliament had a mind to do 
so. 

Although the last Roman 
Catholic king, James II, was 
forced off the throne, the con¬ 
stitutional machinery of the 
country bad functioned well 


enough during bis reign, prov¬ 
ing that there was no im¬ 
mediate contradiction between 
being Icing aod being a Roman 
Catholic. 

It is again a psychological 
product of a particular history, 
a prejudice rather than a 
rational ground. And the pros¬ 
pect of a visit from die Pope 
would draw attention to such 
anomalies, perhaps making 
them look quite out of place 
aod unacceptable to public 
opinion. 

It is to do wish tbe fear of 
that, chat some misgivings are 
likely; and the people with 
such misgivings are quite cap¬ 
able of malting an embarrass¬ 
ing fuss. 

It might once have been 
assumed automatically 'that 
such altitudes were well 
founded, whereas a careful 
judgment of public opinion 
now could well lead to the con¬ 
clusion that die country no 
longer accepts die premises on 
which such thoughts are based. 


It cannot possibly be said 
that public opinion would have 
been- aroused had the law 
allowed Prince Michael of 
Kent to retain his sixteenth 
place in the royal succession, 

nor do rumours of o<ther royal 
betrothals to Roman Catholics, 
unfounded as they generally 
turn out to be, generate die 
slightest hint of hostility in the 
public at large. 

The place of the Church of 
England in the constitution, 
and the unique position of the 
Crown as special protector and 
governor of the established 
church, does present more for¬ 
midable obstacles, though it is 
well with in tbe skill of the 
law-makers to overcome them 
painlessly. 

If the establishment is main¬ 
tained. a Roman Catholic 
sovereign could appoint an 
Anglican royal commissioner 
or ecclesiastical regent, with 
the same kind of constitutional 
role that a governor-general 
has towards a dominion such 
as Canada or Australia.

Somerset Cnimty Council has the 
unenviable task over tbe next two 
years of preparing a 'ocal plan for 
one of Europe's most outstanding 
surviving wildlife habitats. 

The 200 square miles of the 
Somerset Wetlands or Levels cover 
one fifth of cbe county. The area 
includes the flood plains of the 
rivers Parrett, Brue and Axe with 
rticir tributaries as they converge 
towards Bridgwater Bay and the 
Bristol Channel. In Its plan, the 
county council hopes " to recon¬ 
cile changes in fanning and 
drainage methods with efforts to 
protect the landscape, environment 
and historic interests of the area **. 

Local landowners want to make 
their land more productive for 
cereals and grazing. A possible 
doubting of production from tbe 
grazing of livestock has been men¬ 
tioned. 

Much of the Somerset Levels arc 
flooded during the winter and 
there Is no natural drainage to 
carry tbe water away. Many 
smallholders have installed their 
own pumping systems to operate 
independently of the water level on 
neighbouring land. Now much 
larger drainage schemes are under 
consideration by Wessex Water 
Authority. The ** pro-drainage ” 
lobby say the drains are necessary 
in any case to carry upland or 
urban water away. 

If the drainage continues, tbe 
conservationists say, a unique 
cycle of wild Hfe wfll lose its 
habitat. According to the Nature 
Conservancy Council (NCC). 10 
per cent of die area is likely to

special scientific interest ” (S&SI), 
although its detailed classification 
of the area is not yet under way. 

Perhaps surprisingly, there Is 
limited recognition by tbe conser¬ 
vationists and the fa rm e rs of each 
other’s cases.

Their ** deep concern ” was 
aronsed last August then the 
ministry rejected the advice of the 
conservancy council and approved 
a grant to drain land at West 
Sedgemoor on the Levels. “ borne 
90 per cent of the Somerset Levels 
have already been so far altered 
and improved, as to support little 
wildlife ”, the council said, lc rs 
onlv on the remaining 10 per cent 
that wild plants and animals still 
survive in any abundance. 

Wildlife experts are further wor¬ 
ried that more intensive ploughing 
after improved drainage trill lead 
to a need for vet more drainage 
schemes to deal with increased 
levels of silt. 

Priority areas for conserva¬ 
tionists, farmers, peat cutting and 
archaeologists will have to be 
defined. Where these interests 
overlap, a means of managing such 
areas will have to be found. One 
possibility is for conservation 
bodies to buy conservation areas. 

However, it Is Felt that the in¬ 
volvement of tbe conservancy 
coundl In bidding for land would 
itself push the price out of its 
reach. Another alternative might 
be for farmers to enter into volun¬ 
tary management agreements with 
conservation groups. But the 
National Farmers' Union said : 
“ Farmers on the Somerset Levels 
have to earn a livelihood in a 
competitive market- While there 
Is a growing recognition of the 
conservation issues, it is not realis¬ 
tic to look to voluntary manage¬ 
ment agreements as alternative to 
the outright sale of land tn conser¬ 
vation interests unless there is ade¬ 
quate compensation. ”

LIEUT-GENERAL SIR ROBERT HAY 
Last Director-General of the IMS 


Lieurenahi'General Sir Robert 
Hay, KCIE, wbo was the last 
Director-General of the Indian 
Medical Service, died yesterday 
ar the age of 91. 

Robert Hay was born on 
March 8, !Sd9. son of Robert 
Erskine Hay of Casilecarv. He 
was educated at George Wat¬ 
son’s College and at cbe Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh where he 
graduated MB, ChB, in 1912. 
On the outbreak of war he was 
co mmiss ioned in the RAMC 
(SR) and saw active service in 
Belgium. France iwounded), 
Egypt and Mesopotamia. 

He received a regular com- 
’ mission in the Indian Medical 
Service in 1917 and after the 
usual preliminary years on the 
military side of the service was 
posted to the Foreign and 
Political Department. He held 
residency surgeoncies in some 
of the most important Indian 
states. While agency surgeon 

in Baluchistan he had the mis¬ 


fortune to lose his only son in 
the Quetta earthquake. His 
appointment to the staff of tbe 
Director-Genera t, IMS in 
January, 1939, as Deputy Direc¬ 
tor-General and his experience 
in Delhi during the critical 

period of the Second World 
War, stood him in good stead 
later in high office. In 1943 
he became Inspector-General of 
Civil Hospitals in the Punjab 
and in 1944 was promoted to 
the post of Surgeon-General 
with the Government of 
Bombay. When be was 
appointed Director-General of 
the Indian Medical Service 
with the approval of Pandit 
Nehru, in 1946, it was realized 
that he would be the last bolder 
of that office. 

He dealt with die difficult 
task of winding up a dis¬ 
tinguished service with tact and 
patience and with the know¬ 
ledge that bis brother officers 
had full confidence fo him. 
When the Service ended in

Such a solution must be 
necessary in the long term; in 
the short term it is thought to 
be probable that tbe Roman 
Catholic Church would allow 
some exception to its general 
rules on the religion of children, 
to guarantee an Anglican succes¬ 
sion to the English throne if 
rhe royal consort was Catholic. 

Even such a compromise as 
that could begin to look like 
an intolerable intrusion into 
matters that ought to be ser¬ 
ried in private, according to 
the personal convictions of 
those directly concerned. Does 
public feeling demand other¬ 
wise? 

The prospect of a papal visit 
could stir up those dormant 
issues ; but not so much as to 
overshadow the real signifi¬ 
cance of it. The papacy is, in 
almost every respect, a force 
whose influence in the world 
the British can have no quar¬ 
rel with, a civilizing, humaniz¬ 
ing spiritual power which 
makes for peace and inter¬ 
national good will. 


Dr C. E. Hubbard, CBE, who 
was Deputy Director of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew 
from 1959 to 1965, died on May 
8 at the age of 79- 
Dr W. D. Clayton writes: 

The death of Charles Hub¬ 
bard, two weeks short of bis 
eightieth birthday, marks the 
end of a lifetime devoted to 
Che study of grasses, plants 
which, most people take for 
granted, but upon which the 
greater part of humanity relies 
for its sustenance. 

He was a Norfolk man, wbo 
started work as a gardener in 
rbe royal garden at Sandring¬ 
ham in 1916. He moved to the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, 
in 1920, and a few years later 
transferred from the outdoor 
staff ro the Herbarium. Here 
be came under the guidance of 
Dr Otto Stapf, the great auth¬ 
ority on grasses, where be 
quickly showed a remarkable 
aptitude for this family him¬ 
self. There followed a long 
period of fruitful collaboration, 
interspersed by a plant collect¬ 
ing expedition in Spain, and a 
year spent in Australia, where 
he travelled extensively 
throughout Queensland, collect¬ 
ing and studying grasses. 

Eventually in 1935, he took 
charge of the section of the 


Herbarium at Ketv dealing with 
the grass family. As a result of 
his outstanding work on their 
classification he was appointed 
OBE in 1954, an honour subse¬ 
quently raised to CBE on his 
retirement. He was appointed 
Keeper of the Herbarium and 
Library at Kew in 1957, and 
later assumed the additional 
responsibilities of Deputy Dir¬ 
ector, posts which he held until 
his retirement in 1965. 

In recognition of his work 
and contribution to knowledge 
of grasses Reading University 
conferred on Charles Hubbard 
an Honorary Doctorate of Sci¬ 
ence in 1960. In 1967 tbe 
Linnean Society of London 
awarded him their Linoean 
Gold Medal and in 1970 the 
their Veitch Memorial Gold 
Medal. 

His published memorial lies 
in his contribution to the monu¬ 
mental Flora of Tropical 
Africa ; in the much-used book 
on British grasses, Grasses , 
published by Penguin Books, 
and in a long series of scienti¬ 
fic papers. But above all he 
will be remembered as a quiet 
and kindly enthusiast, ever 
willing to make his extensive 
specialist knowledge freely 
available to all who sought his 
advice.

Mr L. W. Jardine, CXE, died 
on May 9 at tbe age of 85. 
Lionel Wescrop jardine was 
born on February 15, 1895, a 
son of Sir John Jardine, 1st Bt, 
KCIE, and educated at Charter¬ 
house and Wad ham College, Ox¬ 
ford. He served during the First 
World War with the Sth Bat¬ 
talion tbe Queen's Royal Regi¬ 
ment, being wounded and men¬ 
tioned in despatches.

He was Resident for 
Baroda and the Gujerat States 
from 1943 to 1944 before re¬ 
turning to his post in tbe NWFP 
in 1946.

CBI president looks for interest 
rate and public spending action 


Sir John Green bo rough, out¬ 
going president of the CBI. is 
looking for an early fall in 
interest rates and tougher 
action on public spending from 
the Government. 

He ends bis two-year spell 
as CBI president this week and 
says that the next two years, 
wben Sir Raymond Pennock 
takes over the CBI helm, 'rill 
be crucial for the British 
economy. 

Despite high inflation, rising 

unemployment and low output. 
Sir John still backs Mrs 
Thatcher’s economic policies. 

“We will carry on giving the 
Government a bit of flak from 
time to time in terms of its 
tactics, but we are in agree¬ 
ment with its objectives and its 
strategy-” 

He said the first target had 
to be the defear of inflation, 
and the CBI supported the 
Government’s fiscal and mone¬ 
tary stance. 

“Bur where we would criti¬ 
cize the Government at the 
moment is that it has not yet 
got to grips with rhe heavy 


bureaucratic load of public sec¬ 
tor services. ~ 

The other target was record 
interest rates. Control of the 
money supply seemed success¬ 
ful, and if this control was now 
consolidated. Sir John said, 
** then I sincerely hope that the 
Government will be giving 
thought to some easement of 
interest rates. 

" We said, right from the 
beginning, that although we 
accepted the requirement and 
the discipline of monetarism 
we expected tbar as soon as 
money supply was under con¬ 
trol Interest rates should be 
reduced as quickly as possible.” 

Small and medium size com¬ 
panies, which could not borrow 
at such low rates as larger com¬ 
panies, were bearing the brunt 
of the high cost of credit. 

Sir John had hoped to leave 
the CBI when his presidency 
ended, but the death last month 
of Sir John Methven, its direc¬ 
tor general, persuaded him to 
stay on as deputy president for 
the time being.. ’ 

Sir John argues that wealth 
must be created before it can 
be distributed, and better pub¬ 


lic services have to be earned; 
but he is not against public 
spending. 

“ One day, and I hope not too 
far away, when we use our 
resources effectively to create 
wealth, I hope we can have and 
afford the highest levels of pub¬ 
lic spending in the world-. 

“That would be my goal I 
would want the best schools, 
the best roads and the best hos¬ 
pitals 

He has a passionate belief in 
British manufacturing industry 
and the need for employers and 
unions to work together. The 
phrase “ the two sides of 
industry” is the one most cal¬ 
culated to annoy lam. 

Despite describing hims elf as 
an “ eleven pdus failed 
economist”. Sir John has made 
it to the top of British.'industry. 
After joining Shell as a “broke 
student”-in 1939, he has headed 
its operations m. Argentina, 
Brazil, and the Far East. 

He. was put in charge of what 
he describes as the biggest de¬ 
merger ever, the split up of 
Shell Mex and BP, and retires 
from SheU this June after 40 
years.

Brickhouse example could bring 
more work to the Black Country 


On 23rd February 1870, the following ■ 
words were spoken in the House of Commons 
during a debate on the regulation and control 
of the then emerging British insurance industry: 
“Perfect freedom and - perfect publicity ought 
to be the motto of a legislator in such matters? 

And it is on this principle of minimal 
interference by the State on the one hand and 
a spirit of'openness by insurers on the other- 
freedom with publicity - that the UK insurance 
industry’s operations have been based ever since. 

But addressing shareholders in his first 
Annual Statement as Chairman of the General 
Accident Fire and Life Assurance Corporation 
Ltd., Mr. Gordon K Simpson sees if not the 
erosion of this principle a re-definition of its 
meaning as a result of two factors, both notice¬ 
able worldwide. “The first factor 13 he says, “is 


the power of the consumei:”He continues: 

“The very nature of our business is service. 
The free market in which we operate dictates 
the need to provide wide cover and efficient 
service at a competitive price commensurate 
with security. 

“It is disappointing, therefore, sometimes 
to hear suggestions that consumers and 
insurers are on opposite sides of some invisible 
fence and that there is a conflict of interest 
between them. We have never suggested that 
insurance is a. simple matter-this is why we 
employ skilled staff to take care of the com¬ 
plexities for our customers-but we do still 
believe that the "utmost good faith 5 is the best 
basis for our business. 

“We must strive, therefore, to ensure that a 
balance exists between the cost of protecting 
the consumer on the one hand, and the penalty 
of a restricted, standardised, non-competitive 
insurance industry on the other. Increased 
supervision and control can only deaden our 
whole vitality 

“The second factor changing our traditional 
principle of freedom with publicity is the 
influence of legislation where the tendency has 
been to control this industry in ways which 
may not always be in the long-term interests of 
policyholders, staffand shareholders. Some of 
this legislation is actuated by political ideology 
which has no practical foundation and thus 
we believe that we have a duty to make our 
views known to Governments irrespective of 
their political complexion?

The Black Country, the heart 
of the west Midland industrial 
conurbation, is a great deal 
cleaner today than it was before 
the implementation of the 
Clean Air Acl but it still earns 
its living from its traditional 
industries—the manipulation of 
metal in every conceivable 
form. 

There are more Factories per 
square mile thaa in any other 
part of Britain. With so much 
industry concentrated into such 
a relatively small area, and most 
of its companies using the same 
basic material, h is not sur¬ 
prising that there should be a 
great deal of interdependence. 
Sub-contracting two and three 
times removed is the uame of 
the game. 

But tAis cosy, family life has 
its drawbacks. The worst is that 
when the engineering, drop 
forging and foundry industries 
run into troubled times the 
whole of the Black Country 
suffers. And that is the posi¬ 
tion today. 

Closures are as yet small in 
number, but redundancies are 
increasing. Only five companies 
bave shut permanently in the 
first quarter of this year at a 
cost of 350 jobs. But a further 
38 are in trouble and have 
notified the Manpower Services 
Commission that they are 
making 1,925 employees 
redundant. 

Wolverhampton, often re¬ 
ferred to as the capital of tbe 
Black Country, had 10,736 un¬ 
employed at the last count. 
That is an unemployment rate 
of 7.4 per.cent compared with 
6.2 for the country. 

On Friday GKN Sankey an¬ 
nounced plans to close an old 
established factory in Wolver¬ 
hampton with the loss of 141 
jobs, and a further 139 em¬ 
ployees will be made redundant 


at a second plant a few miles 
away at Biiston. 

There are exceptions to this 
dismal picture, however, and 
the Brickhouse Dudley group 
at Tipton, could point the way- 
ahead. 

In 1962 two local men, Mr 
Jack Goodridge, an accountant, 
and Mr Ralph Godfrey, an 
entrepreneur with a little 
money looking for a nice 
return, bought the old family 
foundry of Brickhouse, West 
Bromwich- 

With only 35 employees it 
was one of many small 
foundries casting manhole 
covers and gratiogs for drain¬ 
age and sewage works. 

But with the construction 
industry struggling to keep 
pace with demand for new 
houses, offices, factories and 
roads, the future for manhole 
covers and allied products was 
crying out for mechanized, 
volume production. 

In 1968 Brickhouse merged 
with a local rival, Dudley and 
Dowell of Cradley. Overnight 
the new combine became the 
biggest producer of manhole 
covers, and gratings in the 
United Kingdom. Its prospects 
were promising and it went 
public almost immediately. 

More companies were 
acquired, but in addition to 
the growth and automation of 
its manufacturing capacitv 
Brickhouse Dudley also took 
another significant step. It 
began to build op a country¬ 
wide network of distribution 
points, selling not only Brick¬ 
house castings but a wide range 
of pipes and fittings produced 
by other people. 

By 1975 the group dominated 
the United Kingdom market. 
But a position of dominance 
created problems. Where do 
you go from there ? 

That was when Mr Richard 


Graves, the chairman,, jo" 
the company as its first ex 
manager.

Changing 

patterns 


Traditionally Britain’s visible trade deficits 

have beea offset to a large extent by earn¬ 
ings on invisibles, tbe positive balance of 
trade in such things as shipping, aviation, 
tourism, income from abroad and financial 
services. 

That picture is now beginning to change 
partly because remittances from North Sea 
oil by foreign companies and the strong 
pound make it more difficult to make 
money on the traditional exports of in¬ 
visibles. 

If government transfers, which now 
include EEC payments are included then 
the situation does begin to look worrying. 
Although even if the balance of invisible 
trade is declining in real terras, it is likely 
to stay in healthy surplus for the foresee¬ 
able future—excluding, that is,-government 
payments. 

Last year the ner surplus on invisible 
trade, excluding government transfers, was 
down from £5,316m to £4,113m, a fall of 
nearly 23 per cent in money terms and of 
more than 40 per cent in real terms. The 
net government transfers, including EEC 
payments, aid abroad and defence, 
amounted to £3,238ra. 

Two problems arise from this. One is that 
if the government transfers keep on rising 
and invisible trade suffers further setbacks, 
then the overall picture will soon turn 
Britain into deficit position, but hardly 
because of the private and public corporate 
sectors. The second problem is that the 
pattern of the invisibles business is chang¬ 
ing. 

The surplus on traditional services such 
as shipping, travel, civil aviation and finan¬ 
cial services has been steady at close to 
£3,000m. If the recession spreads and the 
pound stays strong then the surplus is not 
likely to rise very fast, if at all, in the 
immediate future. 

The removal of exchange controls—which 
has led to a £2,000m outflow in the first 
six months—and the payments of dividends 
to foreign companies could bring Britain 
into deficit on interest, profits and 
dividends, Last year it fell from £l,000m to 
£200m already.

Indeed there are good 
reasons why the food retailers may allow 
gross margins to expand. Cost pressures are 
intensifying, with wages—the major cost— 
growing at over 20 per cent. In contrast 
food price inflation is running at only 14-15 
per cent. 

This, combined with the burden of the 
frenetic expansion programmes now under¬ 
way, means that far from allowing the con¬ 
sumer a share of their gross margins 
through price cuts, the retailers are more 
likely to allow gross margins to widen in 
order to maintain margins at the net level. 

As pressure on consumer spending inten¬ 
sifies, Sainsbury with its purest concentra¬ 
tion on foods stands to gain most. Next 
month’s "results from Tesco are expected to 
reflect dull trading on its non-food side. 

But looking beyond the immediate defen¬ 
sive merits of the food retailers, there are 
some darker clouds. One; of the major 
attractions of the sector has always been 
the strong cash flow. 

Food retailers are expanding at a fantas¬ 
tic rate. Sainsbury may double the number 
of new store openings in 19S0-S1; Tesco 
alone is spending about £200m between 1979 
and 1981.

Housing: absurdities that need to he ended 


The way 1 we .pay. for our hous¬ 
ing has. become a no-go area for 
economists. Anyone who looks 
at all closely at the mess nf rent 
.subsidies, grants and tax reliefs 
which have built up over the 
years can see that there is no 
underlying logic to them. 

.But politicians and economists 
aTike have taken the view that, 
although the system is absurd, 
there is no real hope of chang¬ 
ing it, because* the problems of 
-trying to do so are immense. 

That view is going to have.to 
change .over the next three 
years if the. Government is seri¬ 
ous about its public expenditure 
plans. Those plans call for a 
reduction in. public expenditure 
on housing of about £2,500m in 
constant prices over the next 
four years, which.means halving 
the public sector’s total com¬ 
mitment. 

We do not yet know how the 
Government intends to achieve 
those cuts; indeed, they say 
they do not yet know them¬ 
selves. But it seems certain that 
most of the savings will have 
to come from a reduction in the 
level of subsidies for council 
rents. 

The planned savings are 
almost exactly equal in size to 
the current level of subsidies on 
council housing. But simply to 
run down the level of chose 
subsidies without carrying out a 
much deeper examination of all 
the' forms of assistance which 
the Government gives to tbe 
housing market would be simply 
to re-run the mistakes, of 'the 
1972 Housing Finance Act. This 
did substantial damage to the 
chance of long-term reform by 
concentrating solely on tenants. 

For although the way in 
which we prepare our public 
spending plans does not show 
it, there is a huge amount of 
subsidy by the government to 
owner occupiers.

Everyone knows that bousing 
is a good way to cut down tax, 
so there is an incentive to spend, 
as much as possible on buying a 
larger house. This in torn, in¬ 
creases demand for a limited 
stock of houses, thus pushing up 
the price. In turn, this increases

The economic nonsense which 
giving government tax subsi¬ 
dies to housing involves has 
long been clear. It inflates house 
prices 'and, along with pension 
and life assurance it has chan¬ 
nelled investment into a tax- 
efficient trap which does 
nothing to provide funds for 
industry. 

The absurdity was pointed out 
by one of Mrs Thatcher’s 
advisers, Professor Douglas 
Hague, soon after the election. 
But he .was quickly disowned 
by the Prime Minister, presum¬ 
ably partiy-for political reasons 
and partly because she- does 
not want anything which'would 
increase, or appear to increase, 
income tax. 

' But "abolition of mortgage 
interest relief does not, in itself' 
imply that income .tax would* 
rise.

Using incohie. fa buy shares 
in a company or to expand a 
business is' a much frnore risk- 
taking and entrepreneurial 
activity than taking out a mort¬ 
gage on a house.

Housing would simply 
go up in price slightly less 
rapidly than it has been doing 
in recent years, which rhe 
Government ought to welcome. 

There is another change of 
a more technical nature which 
the Government could intro¬ 
duce and which would certainly 
make it easier for everyone to 
see jusr what is going on. This 
would be to pay directly to 
building societies the money 
which tiie Government does not 
collect in income tax. They 
would then pass it on io the 
form of a lower mortgage rate. 

This is what is now done with 
life assurance premiums, with 
considerable savings in Inland 
Revenue manpower needed for 
working out codings. Tbe assis¬ 
tance to house purchasers could 
then be considered side by side 
with that given to council 
tenants. 

Cutting down Subsidies for 
housing may be a sensible thing 
to do, particularly if die alter¬ 
native is to abandon investment 
in new houses or the repair of 
old ones. But it has to be seen 1 
to be fair if it is to work. That 
means that everyone must be 
willing to make sacrifices.

Planning a quick death for the 
National Enterprise Board 


In spire of its now much 
reduced role the National 
Enterprise Board, the bate 
noire of the Conservatives in 
opposition, has at least sur¬ 
vived. 

With the enactment of the 
Industry Bill within the next 
few weeks and the publication 
of the board’s operational 
guidelines, the Government has 
given the kiss of continued life, in providing 
to the NEB under ks chairman dustey.

The Government, it seems, 
has recognized (in spire of all 
remarks to the contrary when 
it was in opposition) that per¬ 
haps it would be prudent to 
keep the board in being. Osten¬ 
sibly, the reason for rhe exten¬ 
sion of the NEB’s life is to 
enable it to perform a catalytic 
role in the promotion of high 
technology industries, in part¬ 
nership. of course, with the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

But assuming that tbe board 
does continue for rather longer 
than some Government back¬ 
benchers would like, it will be 
there as a suitable convales¬ 
cent home for any rescue 
operations which might arise. 

The pragmatism adopted by 
Sir Keirh Joseph, the Industry 
Secretary, has not suited some 
in the Tory party who would 
have much preferred to have 
seen the pure Tory doctrine 
put into practice fearlessly 
when rhe Government took 
office. One such is Mr Michael 
Grylls. a vice-chairman of the 
Tory industry committee and a 
vigorous and persistent ques¬ 
tioner in the House of Com¬ 
mons.

Any concern about contractual 
commitments between the NEB 
and lamas could be resolved 
with payment of compensation 
—to prevent die company 
becoming the “ ground nuts 
scheme of the 80’s ". 

That would still leave a 
whole raft of companies in 
which the NEB had sharehold¬ 
ings. But that presents no 
problems tar the authors. They 
advocate that the board should 
be set a six-month time limit 
t<o decide which of them could 
reasonably be vested in a small 
companies venture capital trust 
for public quotation and how 
many coaid be written off. 

The board would then be 
free to prepare the trust for 
quotation and public subscrip- 
taon. With that job done tbe 
NEB’s personnel could be run¬ 
down, apart from four or five 
executives who could transfer 
■to che venture capital trust, 
and the headquarters could 
■then be sold off

How a protection 
racket keeps Japan’s 
shareholders quiet 


Tokyo 

Few awkward or embarrassing 
questions will be asked from 
the floor when the rwice-yearly 
season for shareholders’ meet¬ 
ings opens m Japan next 
month. In many cases no 
questions will be asked at all 
and, in others, meetings will be 
-wound up within five minutes. 

This is not because Japanese 
shareholders are extremely 
polite, nor can Japanese com¬ 
panies boast of a perfect busi¬ 
ness record this year. The 
reason is the Sokaiya —Japan’s 
unique group -of strong-arm 
gangsters who can be hired to 
control or disrupt shareholders* 
meetings. " S ; . 

A survey by the Daiwa 
securities company last Novem¬ 
ber showed that 97 per cent of 
the 1,705 companies listed an 
the Tokyo, Osaka and Nagoya 
stock exchanges made payments 
to the Sokaiya to control their 
shareholders’ meetings last 
year. 

According to a police esti¬ 
mate, the Japanese business 
world last year paid out about 
£250m to the Sokaiya (“stock¬ 
holder manipulators ”).

Under tbe t e rms of Japan’s 
commercial laws businessmen 
are . prohibited from making 
direct .payments to the Sokaiya 
in return for controlling share¬ 
holders’ meetings. But the- 
gangsters usually skirt the taw.- 
Many sat up dummy consulting 
or .publishing firms and black¬ 
mail money is usually paid out' 
io tbe form of “ subscriptions ” 
or “ consulting fees ”. 

Others so J a ci r advertisements 
from large corporations. These 
are published in a nominal num¬ 
ber of pamphlets and “ press 
releases ” which are cxrcudated 
among a few friends. Neverthe¬ 
less, large campaniles dole out 
thousands of dollars for these 
advertisements twice a year. 

Most of Japan’s large busi¬ 
ness houses employ “ Sokaiya 1 
specialists Their main task is 
to pay tbe gangsters and ensure 
that tbe management is not 
heckled ar shareholders’ meet¬ 
ings. For an extra fee die SoJt- 
aiya will attend she meetings 
and deal with troublesome 
shareholders. 

Shortly before the traditional 
season for Japan’s sharehoMers* 
meetings, young men, wearing 
gaudy suits, usually crowd into 
tbe outer offices of company 
executives: Urey never -issue a 
direct threat. Name cards are 
exchanged and the young hood¬ 
lums politely inform the ex ecu- 


cent of the meetings. 

Japanese business leaders 
claim they cannot afford to do 
without the Sokaiya. Ia essence, 
these obtain a nominal number 
of shares' in Japan’s leading 
banks and business houses and 
subsequently demand exorbitant 
fees from the company. If 
businessmen refuse to pay, 
gangs of hecklers, armed with 
embarrassing company secrets; 
will disrupt tbe next share¬ 
holders’ meeting. 

Alternatively, the Sokaiya can 
be hired to shout down ' or' 
rough up dissenting Voices. 
Vociferous shareholders are fre¬ 
quently surrounded by the 
Sokaiya asid dragged out of 
meetings. 

At most meetings groups of 
Sokaiya huddle round the 
podium, protecting tbe direc¬ 
tors from awkward questions. 


Most company executives are 
prepared for the Sokaiya. With¬ 
out further ado, white enve¬ 
lopes, containing as much as 
£500, are branded over to each 
gangster and the Sokaiya then 
move on to establish another 
“ account 

The Sokaiya will later ferret 
out company secrets and 
threaten to expose directors at 
shareholders’ meetings if they 
do not receive higher fees. 

The police fiave repeatedly- 
asked Japanese businessmen to - 
cut their ties with the gangsters. 
Bur, according to a survey car-' 
ried out by the Daiwa securi¬ 
ties company, the ranks of tbe 
Sokaiya are sweating. 

The survey showed that 52 
per cent of tbe companies listed 
on the Tokyo stock exchange 

broadened their contacts with 
tbe gangsters last year.' Tbe

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‘Model’ pact in danger as Geneva 
tin talks end in deadlock 


For long the “model" com¬ 
modity pact, held up as a 
guideline for others, the Inter¬ 
national Tin Agreement has 
become a victim of dissension, 
argument and intransigence. 

The 44-oarion talks in 
Geneva whose aim was to 
negotiate a new pact, have 
ended in deadlock and the 

International Tin Council is to 
meet in January next year to 
extend the current agreement, 
which is due to expire on June 
30. 1981, if further negotiations 
either fail or cannot be held. 

In the mean rime. Mr Peter 
Lm, executive chairman of the 
Tin Council and president of 
the failed talks, has die task of 
consulting producers and con¬ 
sumers o try to reconvene the 
talks: 

His final words on the 
Geneva meeting were: “This 

conference has been- a failure 
and we must not disguise that. 
Positions are still too wide 
apart for us to close the gaps 
during the.present session.” 

Mr Lai once again gave the 
wanting that while the tin pact 
had been, a model for other.

The' third block to ‘progress 
has been resentment towards 
the United States, although 
complaining delegates did not 


actually name America. But 
there were allegations of time 
wasting by tabling radical pro¬ 
posals and being inflexible. 

Hus was "regarded as refer¬ 
ring to an American proposal 
that the suppliers' existing 
export resmotions should be 
scrapped and prices regulated 
through a 70,000-tonne buffer 
stock. 

The Bolivian delegate said 

that the producers were keen 
to prevent "one large consum¬ 
ing nation” from affecting the 
market through releasing non¬ 
commercial stocks of tin. 

This was a dear reference to 
the decision of the United" 
States Congress to authorize 
-the sale of 30,000 tonnes of tin 
from the American stockpile 
over three years, commencing 
on July 1 this year with a sale 
of 500 tonnes. 
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Very late in the negotiations 

the EEC delegation made a 
proposal to try to save the 
talks. This was a suggestion 
that there should be an initial 
buffer stock of about 35,000 
tonnes financed by direct con¬ 
tributions from both producers 
mid consumers. 

Under the Fifth Agreement 
the producers finance a stock 
of up to 20,000 tonnes to help 
to keep market prices within 
agreed levels by purchases of 
tin when prices fall and sales 
when tbe price is rising. 

The EEC proposal envisaged 
setting up in addition a cont¬ 
ingency ‘ buffer stock fiaanced 
from loans raised using stock 
as security with government 
guarantees if necessary, when 
the first stock is exhausted. 
Tbe second stock could be up 
to two-thirds of the normal 
one. 

After the -conclusion of the 
talks, the United States trade 
representative in Geneva 
issued a statement complaining 
that American proposals -had 
not been given satisfactory 
consideration and criticizing 
die attitude of producers and 
certain other consumers. 

Tin sources in Malaysia said 
that negotiation of a revised 


Sixth Agreement now seemed 
very unlikely unless the 
United States adopted a more 
flexible attitude on export con¬ 
trols and the size of a buffer 
stock. But the very laje- com¬ 
promise proposals from the 
EEC might save the negotia¬ 
tions. 

In any event, they foresaw a 
prolonged deadlock wifti possi¬ 
bly the best outcome for pro¬ 
ducers being an extension: of 
the existing agreement. They 
were surprised at the inflexibi¬ 
lity of the United States on 
export controls, which, have 
been a feature of all previous 
five agreements.

This would also give 
impetus to the proposal * of 
Malaysia that tin should. ;be 
stocked as a reserve asset not 
only as a store of value during 
periods of inflation, but also"'as 
a means of control bug supply. 

As to market reaction to the 
breakdown of tbe talks or to a 
possible collapse of the tin 
agreement, much would hinge 
on America’s stockpile policy. 
The key question was whether, 
if the ITA ended, the United 
Srates -would pour stockpile tin 
on the tiie market to depress 
the price beQow tbe floor level. 
This was thought to be unlik¬ 
ely. " \ 

It seemed obvious to the 
sources that the EEC compro¬ 
mise proposal for a 35;000- 
tonne buffer stock plus a cont¬ 
ingency stock, had come too 
lar eto bawe any impact on jriie 
inflexible United States posi¬ 
tion. 

The 70,QOO-tonne United 
States proposal was well above 
the 'buffer stock level proposed 
by the producer ministers 
■when they met in Thailand last 
February.
